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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


ELECTION OFFICERS CONFIRMED; TELE- 
PHONE HEARINGS. 

Tlio mayor presided at the meeting of 
tlio board of alderman Monday evening 
and all the numbers were present. 

Communications were received from 
E. M. Fowle, Ward Six, remonstrating 
against the location of telephone poles 
on Centre street; from twelve or more 
citizens complaining against the Mague 
piggery ns a nuisance and asking im- 
mediate attention. The latter com- 
munication was tiled as a crematory for 
the disposal of house offal is under con- 
aideiation by the board of health. 

Tho quarterly report of the chief of 
flro department showed a total of fifteen 
alarms, loss on buildings $3,000. in- 
surance $3000, loss on contents $1,828.75; 
assessed value, $85,000. 

A communication was received from 
secrotnry W. M. Olin relative to the in- 
corporation of the Highland Club at 
Nowton Highlands; also from the city 
enginoer showing plans of sewerage as- 
sessment on various streets. 

A petition for concrete sidewalk with 
edgostones on Prospect street was re- 
ceived from Chas J. Whall and referred. 
WANT MORE PAY. 

The engineers of tho fire department 
sent in a petition asking for au increase 
of pay to $8.25 daily. It was only a 
slight increase over what was paid be- 
fore they vfere cut down a few years ago, 
and they felt justified in asking for it.

V. E. Carpenter gave notice of inten- 
tion to build seven houses 30x35 feet on 
Hunter, Mnrdeu and Putnam streets; 
Mrs. Currier petitioned for two street 
lights on Huunewell Terrace; C. II. 
Hale to move a building from Winchester 
to Needham; Westley Hinkle for pool 
and billiard table in Mrs. Edes house, 
Upper Falls. 

AUBURNDntTT PARK. 

At 7.30 o’clock a hearing was granted 
the Auburndale Village Improvement 
Society, relative to a park aud play- 
ground bordering on the Charles river. 

Ex-Alderman George M. Fiske was 
present aud produced a map outlining 
the proposed park laud aud its surround- 
ings. The land runs from Ash street to 
the Waltham line a distance of about 
one-half mile, and the whole tract com- 
prises 37 acres. It is owned by four 
different persons. Eight acres near the 
Waltham line beloneto Bartlett brothers, 
W. C. Ware owns 12 acre®, Nathan Mos- 
man aud Senator Don Cameron being 
the other owners. The prices asked for 
tho land are Bartlett brothers, $2000; W. 
C. Ware, $3450; Nathan Mosmau, $1000, 
but the price asked by Senator Don 
Cameron has not yet beeu ascertained. 
The speaker had seen the seuator in 
Washington, D. C., and asked him if he 
would contribute the land tor a play- 
ground, but he could not do that as it 
was held iu trust. When asked what he 
■would sell for he could give uo price as 
he had no idea what it was worth, but 
he gave Mr. Fiske to understand that he 
would not object to its being takeu under 
the park act. Reckoning Don Cameron's 
land at $1500 and with $500 for growing 
wood on the laud purchased of Bartlett 
brothers by Col Frost of Waltham, the 
total price necessary to secure the land 
was $8,450, and the society had asked 
the city to appropriate uot to exceed 
$4000, providing the citizens contribute 
a like amount. More than one-balf of 
the amount requited was already sub- 
scribed. He thought the price asked 
was fair. 

Mr. Chandler said the laud was all 
high aud dry aud the drainage was ex- 
cellent the land sloping toward the 
water. 

The hearing was then closed. 

DAMAGES WANTED. 

A communication was received from 
A. W. Tarbox whose laud borders on 
both banks of Cheesecake brook, saying 
no notice of the straighteuiug and 
widening of the brook had beeu received 
by him, claiming damages to his property 
by tho work now being conducted and 
asking for a hearing.

TELEPHONE HEARING. 

The New England Telephone A- Tele- 
phone Co. were granted a continued 
hearing at 8 o'clock, for tho location of 
poles on Chestuut aud Highland streets. 
S. L. Powers for tho petitioners, said this 
question had come up in various forms 
before and the telephone company had 
experienced a great deal of difficulty in 
reaching subscribers on West Newtou 
hill, but they had now thought out what 
appeared to' be an ingenious plan, and 
through negotiations with the gaslight 
company, at much pains aud expense, 
they had been sucessful in securing a 
location for their wires ou the gas com- 
pany's poles. 

Ex-Alderman A. F. Luke said he was 
not familiar with the petition, aud was 
not personally interested in the matter. 

J. N. Kellar of the telephone company 
said the intention was to substitute a 
larger pole painted which would be 
about S or 10 inches at the baso, aud 30 
feet in height. The number of poles 
would be the same as at present, aud 
they would furnish square or romld poles 
as desired by citizens, though the round 
ones were much safer. There were uot 
enough subscribers to require a cable, 
aud if so the streets would be more dis- 
figured. The question of goiug over 
back lots had been all goue over. The 
company were williug to accept any 
feasible way suggested which would be 
mutually satisfactory. 

^Several remonstrants were present who 
claimed the streets would bo disfigured 
greatly by larger poles, aud they object- 
ed to the poles already there. They ad- 
vocated placing all wires underground 
and abolishiug the poles. 

Mr. Powers said placing the poles 
underground was impossible in a country 
place. In Boston $700,000 had beeu 
spent iu this manner, aud it was impossi- 
ble to expect the compauy to do ic in so 
thinly settled a place of such area as 
Newtou. 

Aldermau Wilson said three of the 
nine residents were present and had uo 
objection to runuiug the wires on the 
rear of their lots, and ho thought the 
rest might assent. 

The mayor suggested that the inter- 
ested parties retire to his office aud see 
if some settlement could be arrived at, 
and his advice was accepted. 

The hearing was suspended. 

Another continued heariug was graut- 
ed the N. E. Telephone A- Telegraph Co. 
for location of poles on Centre street and 
Lake avenue. 

Dr. S. L. Eatou was a subscriber but 
thought it better to run the wires over 
the rear of estates. The street was 
narrow aud poles would bo daugerous, 
especially with shying horses. 

Dr. Burns lived corner of Walnut 
aud Lake, aud he had poles near his 
house on Walnut street, but should con- 
sider it a hardship if pules were placed 
ou Lake avenue. He favored running ou 
the back of the lots. 

Alderman Hyde said there was oi lv 
one subscriber for a mile ou Lake avenue 
and thought they could be reached as 
othets were from Walnut street. 

HEARING CONTINUED. 

The suspended hearing on Highland, 
Chester and Temple streets was resumed, 
and ou motiou of Alderman Wilson the 
hearing was continued to Monday even- 
ing, Oct. 17, at 7 30 o’clock. 

Aldermau Hyde’s order giving the 
petitioners leave to withdraw petition 
for location ou Lake aveuue was adopted. 

The water board were authorized to 
lay 85 feet of eight inch pipe at a cost of 
$ 120 . 

$00,000 LOAN. 

Aldermau Wilson presented an order 
authorizing the city treasurer to borrow 
$00,000 in auticipatiou ot the taxes of 
1S02, payable in oue year with interest. 
Also au order authorizing the treasurer 
to levy and collect assessments for com- 
mon sewers. 

The board then went into executive 

session. 

FRIDAY EVENING MEETING. 

A special meeting of the aldermen waB 
held Friday evening aud orders were 
passed levying sewer assessments on 
various streets.

ASSAULTED AND ROBBED. 


ITALIAN LABORER NEARLY LOSES IIIB 
LIFE AND HAS $240 STOLEN FROM HIM. 

Aii unfrequented spot ou North street, 
near the Walthan? line, was the scene of 
a cutting affray and highway robbery 
last Friday eveuiug. 

The police received the first intimation 
of the affair about 0 o’clock, and the 
patrol wagon aud a squad of officers 
were at ouce dispatched to the sceue by 
Sergt. Ryan. 

It seems that Yiusou Pancessta, au 
Italian employed on the New’tou sewers, 
was ret inning from Waltham, accom- 
panied by his brother and three com- 
panions. When the party had reached a 
place just beyond the residence of Mr. 
H. N. Hyde, tbe three men who accom- 
panied the two Pancesstas came to a 
ball, and one of the men confronted the 
unsuspecting pair with a knife and 
ordered V iison r« deliver up his money. 

At this Vinson’s brother, badly fright- 
ened, ran away, and two of tho assault- 
ing party then held Pancessta’ s bauds, 
aud the third nnu slashed him several 
times with a knife, making an attempt 
to sever tho jugular vein. The first kDife 
thrust entered just under the ear, tho 
blade passing from that point to the 
corner of the mouth, inflicting a gaping 
wound, from which the blood spin led iu 
a stream. Two other knife thrusts were 
then made by tbe assailant iu rapid suc- 
cession, oue circling the head just across 
tbe nose, tbe end of that organ being 
cutoff. 

Pancessta, according to bis statement 
of the affair, then fell to the ground, aud 
partially lost consciousness. While lay- 
iug there his pocket, containing a purse 
iu which he says there were $240, was 
cut from his pantaloons. 

Mrs. Hyde discovered the wounded man 
a few moments later, her attention hav- 
ing been attracted by Ins groan®, and ut 
once telephoned to police headquarters. 
When tbe patrol wagon arrived I’ancess- 
ta had regained consciousness, but was 
very weak from loss of blood. Ho was 
taken to the central station and gave 
substantially the above accouut of the 
affair. 

Some of his statements, howevei, were 
rather contradictory, especially one bear- 
ing ou his knowledge of the three men 
whom he claims made tbe assault. He 
first said that he knew their names, and 
that they were Italians who woikcd ou 
tho Newton sewers, and who boarded 
with him iu the Italiau shanty off Cali- 
fornia street. Later he said that the 
men were strangers met by himself aud 
brother iu Waltham, where they had two 
or three drinks together. To this lie 
added the statement that the s’i angers 
followed him when he departed for 
home. 

At the Central station Pancessta bled 
terribly, bis clothiug being literally 
saturated. After receiving medical at- 
tention be was removed to the Cottage 
Hospital. Three Italians thought to be 
concerned in the assault aud robbery 
were arrested Saturday morning at the 
Italian camp at Newton Centre. They 
are Dominic Laonia, Josef Alsauo and 
Louis Abrariaalo. Abruriarlo had an ugly 
kuife cut iu the left shoulder ubout three 
iuches long. ]t is thought that the 
wound was the result of an accidental 
kuife thrust delivered by Puucessta’s 
assailant. 

Dr. Thayer ordered the man’s removal 
to the Cottage Hospital, whither lie was 
takeu in the umbulauce. 

Another suspect, Joseph Aceta, was 
arrested Saturday morning iu Waltham; 
and Paiicesstu’s biother, Guitauo, was 
also locked up. The latter was held for 
u wituess. 

Oue of the men arrested at the Newtou 
Centre camp. Josef Alsauo, bad $179 in 
bills iu bis possession, together with two 
checks drawn ou the Italian buuk iu New 
York. 

Viutou Pancessta, tbe wouuded man, is 
recovering from tbe effects of the kuife 
wouuds, aud bus been discharged from 
tUe hospital.

The Tin anil Tin Hales Fraud. 

[From the Boston Herald.) 

Mr. Henry W. Lamb, tlio president of 
the Tin Platoa Consumer*’ Association, 
has prepared a card for Renoral circula- 
tion, headed “What About Tin Plates ?” 
This monoRraph Rives in a brief stmee a 
very considerable amount of valuable 
Information concerning tho effpct that 
the McKinley tariff has had upon tho 
price in this country of this commodity. 
The data given by Mr. Lamb on this 
card are taken from official sources, 
eitbor government or well authenticated 
market reports, so that there is no ques- 
tion as to the accuracy of the assertions. 

According to Congressmnu Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, who was and is the chief 
champion of the tin plate tax, the av- 
erage yearly consumption of tin plates 
in tho United States is 078.000,000 
pounds. Now, according to the sworn 
returns of American tin plate makers, 

5 ivon in the report of Special Agent 
.yors to tho treasury do part men r. in 
August of this year, the amount which 
these producers cluim to have mado 
during the year ending June 30, 1802, 
was 1.1,040,710 pounds, two-thirds of 
this being terne plates, intended for 
roofing purposes, while a largo part of 
all manufactured was mado from im- 
ported steel plates, which were coated 
with tin on this aide of tho Atlantic. 

Now the extra duty which tho Ameri- 
can consumers— and eveiy one in this 
country is a consumer, directly or in- 
directly, of tin plates— have to pay 
yearly iu consequence of the McKinley 
law, is, on tlio basis of Congressman 
Daizell’s figures, over $0,000,000, making 
allowance for drawbacks on exported 
goods; that is, in order to give to llieso 
tin plate men the official patronage they 
secured through the McKinley law, the 
people of the United States have to pay 
in increased prices all along the Hue tho 
equivalent of nearly fifty cents a pound 
for every pound of tin plates that they 
manufactured. The price of tin plates 
in England in May, 1800, was thirteen 
shillings a box, iu August, 1S02, twelve 
shillings a box, and as there are 10S 
pounds of tin plates in each box, the 
prico uncontrolled by duty, on this 
article, may be said to bo about three 
cents a pound. But tho American 
manufacturers of tin plates, through the 
instrumentality of the McKinley law, 
have forced the American consumers to 
pay on tho American output the equiva- 
lent of at least fifteen times tho price for 
the purposo of permitting them to 
manufacture this miserable little quantity 
amounting to uo more than 2 per cent, 
of our total consumption. 

In tlio mean time w hat lias been tho 
effect upon the American prico of im- 
ported tin plates? On May 20, 1S00 tho 
price of standard cokes, that is, tiu 
plates used for making caus, was in New 
York $4.45 a box. On Aug. 20, 1S02, the 
price had risen to $5.37 1-2 a box, a rise 
of 02 1-2 centp, while, as we have just 
pointed out, the price m tho Liverpool 
market had fallen a shilling a box, or 
about 24 1-2 cents. It is evideur, there- 
fore, that thore lias been an increase in 
the price of this commodity to the 
American people in the last two years of 
more than 25 per cent., an increase 
which has no justification except the in- 
fluence which a small clique of interested 
capitalists have had to make a business 
experiment, and the ability they have 
shown to itiduee the Republican leaders 
to tax the American people for their 
benefit. 

Two years ago, Oct. 7, 1800, Senator 
Aldrich predicted that within three 
yearH from that time tho manufacturers 
in this country of tin plates would fully 
justify, both iu price and quantity of 
production, the iucreased tax, and he 
added: “1 am quito willing that tho 
future of the protective policy should 
depend upon the success or failure of the 
duty imposed by this paragraph.” Wheu 
asked if he thought that iu three years 
it would be possible to produce the tiu 
plates iu this couutry that would bo 
adequate to its consumption, he said: 
“A very considerable portion ot it.” 
What will happen next year, under the 
stimulus of the euormous county now 
given, wo have no means of absolutely 
knowing; but it is fair presumption to 
say that, although between $U, 1)00,000 
and $8,000,000 will t o paid iu unneces- 
sary additional taxes by the consumers 
of tin plates, the progress of production 
will bring our product no nearer the 
volume of cousumptiou than the sugar 
produced iu Louisiana comes to the 
volume of sugar used by the American 
people. 

Coming upon the heels of this gigantic 
fraud upon the Ann-rioau people hi ought 
about by this tax imposition, is the 
official statement that the alleged tin 
miues at Teinescal, Cal., have closed 
down and that the timers have boeu dis- 
charged. This is one of those new in- 
dustries which, according to Maj. Mc- 
Kinley, were to he created by the raxes 
of the people. The promoters of this 
mining scheme, like tne Lin plate manu- 
facturers, had a “pull” at Washington— 
it would be needless to specify in what 
way — and, as a result, they were able to 
incorporate into Maj. KcKiulej’s law 
the provision that next year a duty of 
four cents a pound should be placed 
upon tiu for the purpose of giving them 
the margin needed to develop ihetr 
mine. That is, the people of the United 
States were to pay this tax on one of the 
articles in neoessary and every day use 
iu order that certain mining speculators 
iu Califoruia should have the chauce to 
place the stock of au alleged tiu mine. 
Hut the impositiou was so attenuated 
that it could not be held together for the 
three years ueeded for its culmination. 
There was practically uo tiu at Teinescal. 
The so-called Cajalco Hill mine was 
largely a humbug, lor, though there nitty 
have beeu traces of the mineral there, 
the expenses of mining it were enormous- 
ly out of proportion to any possible 
price that could he obtuiued for it. But 
uow the bubble has burst, although the 
prospective tax still reinuins upon our 
statue book as su illustration of the sub- 
serviency oi the American people in 
granting bounties and favors to shrewd 
speculators and bullish mououolists.

E rapb Co, has beeu awarded the contract 
y Cambridge to extend police siguul 
system, notwithstanding the fact that 
they were tho highest bidders, tho 
Municipal company putting in bids at 
tho same time. The report of the city 
solicitor said there would be uo risk to 
the city by aduntiug the (iatnewell 
system. The chief of police suid the 
Gauiewell was the better system and had 
more poiuts in its favor, which was the 
reason he had always favored this 
system. He thought they got more for 
their money than from the other system. 


NEWTON TARIFF REFORMERS. 


THEY AUK HTII.l. IN THE FIKI.D AND 
HEADY Foil WORK. 

The fourth annual meeting of the Now 

on Tariff Roform Club was held last 
Monday evening in Allen's Hall, West 
Newton. 

President E B. Haskell presided, and 
delivered his customary annual address 
upon the outlook for tariff reform and 
the duty of tho club in the campaign. 

It was voted unanimously that tho 
president's address be printed in t lie 
Newton Gkapiiic and the Newton 
Journal. 

The old board of officers wns ro 
elected, as follows: President, Edwin 
B. Haskell; vice-president, Stephen 
Tbacher; secretary-treasurer, K. L. 
Bridgman; executive committee, F. A. 
Dewson, W. S. Hutchinson, J. R. Smith 
and H. 0. Soule . 

Tho executive committee will meet 
later to arrange tho work of the club iu 
the campaign. 

PRESIDENT HASKELL’S ADDRESS. 

The address of President Haskell was 
as follows : 

This club exists but for one purpose; 
has, as a club, but one object in view. 
Whatever may bo the predilections or 
patty affiliations of its members, they 
arc here simply because they believe that 
our tariff taxation could be aud ought 
to ho more wisely adjusted. 

There nre some Issues more important 
than that of tho tariff, and mauy less im- 
portant. 

If I could cast my vote fur tariff re- 
form only by casting it at the same time 
for unsoundness in the currency, 1 am 
free to say that 1 should consioer the 
currency question of the most vital im- 
portance nud should willingly p ictpone 
action on the tariff to a more convenient 
sea-ou. 

The burden of tariff taxation as it ex- 
ists to-day is not an exhausting ono to 
tho people of this favored laud. Tbtee 
things make it endurable. 

First, absolute free trade throughout 
the whole of our own domain, which 
furnishes nti excellent field for the illus- 
trations of its benefits. 

Seooudly, a large free list of imported 
goods, more than one-half of all our im- 
portation coming iu without tariff taxa- 
tion. 

Thirdly, free entrance for our products 
at the ports of our largest customer, 
Great Britain. 

To these three modifying conditions, 
which make tariff taxation endurable, 
was added a fourth, even as apart of the 
McKinley bill— reciprocity, or free trade 
by special contract with other countries. 

With these modifications of the so- 
called “protective” policy, this country 
can get on and continue to iucrease in 
prosperity and wealth. Besides, an un- 
wise tariff is sure to develop enemies, 
sowing the seeds of its own destruction as 
it continues to operate. 

Au unsound currency has evil effects 
which penetrate deeper. It endangers 
the whole industrial uud financial sys- 
tem. It frightens capital and robs labor. 
Protection bleeds a couutry, but an un- 
sound currency poisons its blood. An 
unwise tariff weakens a people, while an 
unsound curreucy paralyzes it. 

Happily we are not called upon to 
decide between these two issues. Iu 'be 
practical campaign before us we can vote 
at tho same time for 

TARIFF REFORM AND HONEST MONEY. 
No more intelligent and persistent 
advocates of honest money are in the 
present Cougress than the Massachusetts 
members whom we helped to elect, be- 
cause they were tariff reformers, not be- 
cause they belonged to this party or 
that. 

We all know whore the great standard 
bearer of tariff reform, Mr. Cleveland, 
stands on the currency question. He 
never eveu temporized with it. Four 
years ago ho was denounced by tho Re- 
publican platform builders as an euemy 
of silver. If his successor in the office 
of President had been equally firm 
for honest money, the country might 
have beeu saved the danger and great 
expense of that unwise act under which 
tho government buys the whole silver 
product of tho couutry, not because it 
wants it or needs it, but because the pro- 
ducers waut a better market that tho 
natural demand for the commodity gives 
them. 

In short, the silver producers demand- 
ed protection for their product, and it 
was not easy to discriminate between 
them and the producers of wool or pig 
iron. 

There is a natural bond of uniou be- 
tween these wards of the government in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Nevada and Colorado. 
They are all believers iu the economic 
theory that it is the business of the 
government to make up tho deficiencies 
of unprofitable industries, robbing, for 
tho purpose, those least able to resist. 

Our opponents on this question of the 
tariff, tlioso who believe that the Mc- 
Kinley tariff is a monument of wisdom, 
have entirely shifted their ground since 
we inet them in the campaign of two 
years ago. Wo heard nothing then of 
tho argument that higher tariff taxation 
would cheapen the price of products. 
The most possible was made of the sav- 
ing that would bo secured for the con- 
sumers in tho article of sugar, from 
which the tax was removed. 

Nobody intimated that an increased 
tux on foreign wool would decrease tho 
price of woolen goods. On the con- 
trary, wo were treated to panegyrics ou 
the beauty and nobility of high prices. 
We were told that *‘a cheap coat implied 
a cheap man,” aud that it was necessary 
to guard against that evil in this republic 
of workingmen. Our people were to be 
protected against the “pauper labor” of 
other lauds, and they could afford to pay 
better prices. It was tho wages of labor 
that was to bo iucreased by the McKinley 
bill. The protected mauufuoturers could 
afford to pay their employes more libor- 
ally. We were all to live on a higher 
scale. 

Now the argument is chauged. We 
are told that increased tariff taxation 
has not only increased wages, but it has 
decreased the cost of goods to tho con- 
sumer. Wo are not allowed to forget 
that we make a great saving ou sugnr by 
the removul of tho tax, but the iucreased 
tax ou wooi does not produce the oppo- 
site effect. 

The benefits of reciprocity, which was 
reluctantly adopted as au afterthought, 
ami made a part of the McKinley Dill, 
are dwelt upon with special emphasis- I 

Here is a kind of free trade which 
yields unadulterated blessiugs. Free 
trade by reciprocity aud free sugar are 
undoubted sweets. We can heartily join 
iu this praise of free trade, as far as it 
goes, not forgetting the absurdity of 
that reciprocity provision, which said, in 
substance to the other countries: “We 
have taken off oerta iu taxes for tho bene- 
fit of tho American people. If you do 
not take off taxes for the benefit of your 
people we will puuish you by taxing our 
owu people aguiu.” 

Under this threat some valuable treat- 
ies have beeu made, aud, though the 
method makes us blush, the r« suit of a 
free interchange of products is good. 


Wo should like t«* m e this wholesome 
principle curled further. We are not 
pailictilnt nn to mrtliods, so long ms they 
nre honorable, hut we believe that the 
interchange of products between differ- 
ent countries is not only profitable, but 
the right of tho people of those count- 
ries, and Hint no unnecessary obstruc- 
tions should he allowed. 

Human enterprise and sngAcity have 
performed wonders tn overcoming the 
difficulties of communication and cheap- 
ening the cost of transportation. They 
have connected spas by canals, tunnelled 
mountains, and improved machinery for 
use by sea ami land— with (lie practical 
effect of shortening the distances be- 
tween points of commerce. 

Is this all wrong? Have human sagac- 
ity and enterprise been working in tho 
wrong direction? Is ir, on tho contrary, 
tlie part of w isdom to obstruct trade and 
increase the difficulties of communica- 
tion? 

This is the work undertaken by means 
of protective tariffs. Their purpose is 
to undo what human enterprise and 
sagacity have done in the interest of 
easier communication between the dif- 
ferent parts of the earth. They under- 
take this under an erroneous belief, ns 
we maintain, that unrestricted commerce 
is an evil; that nations do not profit by 
each others prosperity ; that the only, or 
the sines', way tor one nation to grow 
rich is to keep other nations poor. 

Here is the fundamental difference be- 
tween tho two schools of political econo- 
my. 

If thore were only a certain fixed 
amount of work to bn done iu tho wot Id, 
the country w hich got the largest share 
of it would secure the largest share of its 
fi uiu. 

But the fact is that tho more work 
there is done tlie greater is the demand 
tor all sorts of tlie products of work. A 
nation that may not he aide to do one 
kind of work hh cheaply as other nations 
has advantanges for other kinds of work, 
the products of which it can exchange 
and gain by getting sumo kinds of 
merchandise cheaper tliau it can produce 
them itself. The mote prosperous our 
foreign (or domestic) customers are, the 
more prosperous shall we be. Tho law 
does not stop at stato lines. It is uni- 
versal, like gravitation. 

Wo are tariff reformers, and our pur- 
pose is to secure such modification of 
the tariff as will yield tho fair results of 
free interchange of products. Wo ore 
not called upon hero to deal with 
particular schedules. We are uot 
frightened by tho term “free trade,” or 
“tariff for revenue only.” Wo believe 
with Senator bhennan, who is a states- 
man when lie is uot too much of a politi- 
cian, that “no revenue raising system 
lays taxes on imports can be devised 
sufficient to meet the needs of govern- 
ment, economically administered, with- 
out giving enough of the S"-called pro- 
tection to make go- d .* ny alleged differ- 
ence in the cost of labor iu American 
and foreign articles of manufacture.” 

We believe that the tiist thing which 
should be clone in the interest of both 
manufacturers and consumers. is tako the 
duties from raw and crude materials. No 
other civilized country commits the folly 
of taxing the raw materials to which it 
adds value by labor. Irs ouly foundation 
in this country is tlie necessity of 
strengthening the protection “ring” by 
enlisting the unreasoning selfishness of 
producers of crude products, sueli as 
the ores, wool, lumber, coal, etc. 
Manufacturers would be glad to yield a 
large part of their so-called protection if 
they could got their rav materials with- 
out tax. 

A woollen manufacturer who makes as 
high priced cloth as is made in this 
country told me this summer that a 
rate of duty of 20 to 25 per cent, would 
give him auinle protection, even from a 
protectionist’s point of view, if ho could 
get untaxed wool. 

Tho improvements in labor saving 
machinery are constantly increasing the 
valuo of every workingman to himself 
aud his family. Tlie inevitable tendency 
is to increase the rewards of labor. The 
wages of labor tend upward; the cost 
of the necessaries of life do* nward. 

No tariff, even ours, wtiich is one of 
the most unwise in the world, can wholly 
destroy the advantages of civilization. 

Our purpose, which is based ou no 
selfish considerations, is simply to re- 
move the obstructions, as far as is 
possible, which prevent mankind, in our 
own country and iu all countries, from 
securing all the benefits to which the 
progress of the race entitles them. 

And to this end let us contiue to work 
with full courage that the truth will pre- 
vail, perhaps much sooner than we dare 
to expect.

The 
more difficult test comes in the districts 
that choose to the House of Representa- 
tives; however, nearly all the candidates 
for which have yet to he nominated. 
The House is a body six limes as largo 
as tho Senate, and the oppott unities to 
get objectionable men in there are six 
times as numerous, nud perhaps several 
times as dangerous in other respects. It 
is uot at all too early to begin to prepare 
for an inproveinciit upon the present 
Legislature iu the more popular branch 
of that body.

THE MAYORALTY. 


There Las been au almost unanimous 
movement in favor of forcing Mayor 
Hibbard to accept another term, aud the 
past few weeks petitious have been 
quietly circulated in all the wards, and 
they have been signed by over a thousand 
representative men of Newton, asking 
him to consent to the use of his name, 
and Newtou will do the rest. This can 
not but have been gratifying to Mr. Hib- 
bard, showing that his faithful and dis- 
interested labors for the city have beeu 
appreciated, but it is stated that he has 
refused to consider the matter, owing 
partly to the fact that his own private 
business and the labors connected with 
the mayoralty have been too much for 
even his vigorous health, and he needs 
time for rest; also partly to the fact that 
it has been the custom in Newton to give 
a mayor two terms, aud Mayor Hibbard 
does not think there are any exigencies 
in city affairs that call for the violation 
of the custom in his case. 

He accepted the office as a matter of 
duty, believing that every citizen should 
do his part for the community in which 
he dwells, and he thinks that he has 
done all that could be expected of him. 

Whether his resolution can be shaken 
remains to be seen. Very few men 
would have the resolution to stand up 
against the unanimous call of their fellow 
citizens to accept such au office, the 
honor being the greater from the way in 
which it is offered. But Mayor Hibbard 
is a very determined mau and his friends 
know that it is not an easy task to make 
him follow a course when he has decided 
against it. It would certainly be a very 
fortunate thing for the city if he could 
be prevailed upon to serve another year, 
until the sewers and the changes in grade 
crossings are out of 'the way. This 
seems to be also the general feeling, aud 
whether one mau can hold out against 
the whole city of Newton is a question in 
which everyone is interested. 

In the event of Mayor Hibbard persist- 
ing in his refusal the candidates will 
probably bo ex-Alderman Feuuo and 
Alderman Ilarpach, and a very vigorous 
campaign would follow. 

FORESTS AND PARK SPACES. 

While the Metropolitan Park Com- 
missioners are looking over the ground 
in pursuance of their duties in the selec- 
tion of suitable spots for reservation for 
parks, it is pertinent to direct general 
attention to the subject of forest reserva- 
tion and open spaces. It is not neces- 
sary to assume that the withdrawal of 
timber growth from indiscriminate 
cuttiug is equivalent to depriving the 
community of the use of the timber, or 
that the setting apart for free public use 
of tracts of territory as playgrounds, or 
parks involves a loss to towu, city or 
state. What intelligent arboriculturists 
seek is the establishing of such a 
systematic aud practical method of 
dealing with woods and forests as will 
produce the greatest value in timber 
growth, now and in the future. By cut- 
ting only ripe timber, the removal of 
waste, and the destruction of insect 
pests, leaving the forest floor uudis- 
turbed; in other words by a skilful aud 
common sense system of management, 
the forests of this continent will con- 
tribute a maximum return in the shape 
of merchantable timber, aud will become 
a perennial and lasting souice of revenue 
to its owners, besides contributing iu uo 
small measure to healthful conditions of 
life to au entire population. Every 
citizou who lias au opportunity of im- 
pressing these views upon our represen- 
tatives in Congress, should urge the need 
of laws which tend to secure an end so 
desirable aud so conducive to the ma- 
terial aud esthetic well being of the ever 
increasing masses settling upon the 
nation’s domain. 


Ex-Govjcunou Clai lin has been in-

Those who repeat stories of trades and 
pledges t" secure the st-uaftn ship belittle 
the geutleiiieu named aud forget the 
souse of duty which animates the people 
of Massachusetts and tlieir high purpose 
iu choosing a member of the United j 
States senate, who, iu part, sways its 
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matchless power and sustains the lofty 
position held by Webster, Winthrop, 
Kantoul, Sumner. Wilson and Hoar. 

* I believe they will ignore all attempts 
to force a selection in the geneinl^lec- 
lion, and will insist tl«att..c scnatois and 
representatives meeting next .1 nonary 
shall he unpledged and unrestiioteri, and 
tlmt their mit.ds shall be unbiassed by 
charges <>l duties neglected, of unworthy 
combinations, and stories of self-seek- 
ing. 

“The services of the candidates will bo 
carefully considered and the value of 
their future efforts to the State and the 
nation impartially estimated. 

“The history of senatorial elections in 
Massachusetts shows that they are 
deemed by the people to be of the 
highest importance, and to be bestowed 
ns an honor, and not a prize to be won 
by personal efforts. As it has been in 
the past, so let it ho in the future: aud 
let all the people say ‘Amen.”' 

Beading this over oen would infor that 
Gov. Clafliti hns in mind some such man 
as either Messrs. Long or Cap.). 

The Western Union is a great monopoly 
aud supposed to oxist for the service of 
the public, but people who have triod to 
got a message to friends in Boston by 
this means say it is a good deal safer to 
depend on a letter, with a special de- 
livery stnmp. A case in point was fur- 
nished lost Saturday. A Newton gentle- 
man sent a telegram at 4 o’clock p. in. to 
a friend on the Back Bay in Boston, mak- 
ing an appointment for that evening. 
He heard nothing from it until Tuesday, 
when the friend wrote that the message 
was delivered late Sunday evouiug, al- 
though it was dated as received at the 
branch office at Hotel Borkeley at 4.50 
p. m., Oct. 1st. In speaking of the 
matter to some more experienced New- 
tou friends, they only laughed at the 
gentleman for his ’‘freshness” iu suppos- 
ing that he could reach any person in 
Boston the same day by a telegram. The 
Waltham and Brookline papers have re- 
cently been filled with complaints agaiust 
the telegraph company, for its unrelia- 
bility aud carelessness in delivering 
messages, and evidently the same trouble 
exists in Newton, The moral seems to 
be that if you are in a hurry about send- 
ing a message from Newtou to Boston 
and can t use the telephone, you had 
better either go in persou or write a 
letter, aud inquiry at the postoffice shows 
that special delivery stamps are used iu 
great numbers by people who have had 
any experience with telegrams.

CORNEll STONE LAID MONDAY HY BISHOP 
BROOKS. 

Newton in to have 'another addition to 
its numerous houses of worship, ami the 
corner-stone of the Church of tho Mes- 
siah, the most recent acquisition in a 
lone list of costly and beautiful churoh 
buildings, was laid Monday afternoon 
by Bishop Brooks. 

Work on the new ohurcb, located on 
Auburu street in tho Auburndale 
district, was commenced duly last, and 
it is expected that the building will bo 
ready for occupancy by Christmas. 

The architecture is of the Gothic 
school from plan* of Mr. J. Foster Ober. 
The material used in the construction is 
brown-red sandstone from the Portland 
(Connecticut) quaries. The inside di- 
mensions are 70x44, providing for an 
audieuce room seating comfortably about 
400 persons, and a chancel 20 teot in 
depth. 

The principal entrance will be through 
a gothic tower, 70 feet in height, located 
at the southeast corner of the building. 
Tho tower will be arrauged for a chime 
of bells— a feature that is to bo added at 
some future time. Another eutrance is 
located in the southwest corner, opening 
from a low gothic porch. 

Tho interior fiuish will be in hard wood 
and the roof will be supported by heavy 
hard pine trusses resting on tinted 
columns about 12 feet in height, set nine 
feet from the side walls. 

simplicity and stability may be termed 
the especial features of both the 
interior and exterior construction, and 
the result is an attractive and substantial 
building. Its cost will be in the vicinity 
of $15,000. Ex-Councilman Henry H. 
Hunt is the contractor and the building 
committee comprises Rev. John Matteson 
and Wardeus N. F. Nyo and Johu W. 
Bird. 

Tho territorial area of the parish of 
the Church of the Messiah includes the 
Auburndale and West Newton districts. 
The present rector, Kev. John Matteson, 
is a young man with progressive ideas, 
who has secured the nucleus of what 
eventually is to be a large and nourish- 
ing parish. This fact has been in the 
minds of the building committee of the 
uew church, and in its construction, 
provision has becu made for au elarg- 
ment, and it is expected that when the 
building is in reality completed with 
chapel aud eularged audieuce room, that 
the church property wiil represent a 
value of about $85,000. 

There was a large attendance at the 
exercises in connection with the laying 
of the corner stone, tho ceremonies be- 
ing inaugurated at 3 o’clock. 

The clergy were well represented, and 
among those present were Deau Law- 
rence and Profs. Nash aud Allen of the 
Cambridge theological school, Rev. Dr. 
Converse, secretary, and Kev. Dr. 
Lindsay, president, of the standin > com- 
mittee of the Episcopal diocese; Kev. E. 
U. Smith, rector of the Church of the 
Ascension, Fall River; Rev. D. T. F. 
Fales and Kev. Mr. Cunningham of 
Waltham; Kev. E A. Rand, rector of 
the Church of tho Good Shepherd, 
Watenown; Rev. E. E. Sullivan of New- 
ton Centre, and Kev. H. Usher Monroe of 
Newton Lower Falls. 

The order of exercises was as follows: 
Professional, choir; singing, choir and 
congregation, ‘‘The Church’s One 
Founda ion ;” description of the contents 
of box placed beneath the corner-stone, 
Kev. John Matteson; layiug of the 
cornerstone, Bishop Brooks; recitation 
of the Apos lea’ Creed; address, Rev. 
George W. Shiuu. D. D., rector of Grace 
Church, Newton; singing, choir aud 
congregation, ‘*Tne Church Our Founda- 
tion Stone” ; benediction, Bishop Brooks. 

The corner stone was put in position 
under the tower buttress. It is red saud- 
stoue, and bear* tho date 1S02, and a 
simple Maltese cross. 

The articles placed in the box under 
the corner stone comprised copies of the 
Newton papers and Churchman, names 
of the President of the United States, 
Governor of Massachusetts and the 
Mayor of Newton; list of tho officers 
aud members of the building committee 
of the church: repoit of the last Episco- 
pal diocesan convention; names of rector, 
architect and builder.

Spain is now in tho midst of a series 
of fetes in commemoration of the dis- 
covery of America which will last till 
late in October. On the 3d of August, 
date of the sailing of Columbus from 
Palos, the jubilation began, and of all 
tho sights tho exact reproduction of the 
flngship of Columbus, the Santa Maria, 
excited most amazement. Among tho 
sailors in the vast gathering there was a 
loud chorus of astonishment and unbe- 
lief. Almost unanimously they de- 
clared that such a ship had not done the 
thing — it was impossible.

THE NEW SANTA MARIA. 

It is indeed hard to believe that the 
little caravel of 240 tons at the outside 
could have made such a voyage, and 
when one compares it with the largo 
sailing vessels of today he may well be 
incredulous. With the achievements 
of steam and practical science we are 
tolerably familiar, but the fact then 
(though sailing vessels antedate written 
history, the progress therein since 1492 
is as great ns in anything else) comes to 
one as a great surprise. Compare the 
little Santa Maria with, for instance, 
the magnificent Shenandoah, the Ameri- 
can four masted bark and queen of all 
sailing vessels, which a few months ago 
weut from San Francisco to Liverpool 
with 5.002 tons of wheat on board. 

Consider first the big sailer. Tho 
Shenandoah, commanded by Captain 
Murphy, was one of tho five which left 
the Bay of San Francisco last year on 
the famous race around tho Horn. They 
sailed at high tide, of necessity, ns they 
drew twenty-seven feet of water. Tho 
weight of wheat aboard, 5,002 tons, was 
the greatest cargo of the kind ever 
placed in a vessel and equivalent to 
160,733 bushels, or the crop of an aver- 
age agricultural county. An adequate 
description of the Shenandoah would 
fill a column. Sailer as she is, she 
“makes sail by steam,” ns sailors sa}’— 
that is, the sails are pulled into place 
by a little donkey engine, and of all 
glorious sights to the seaman’s eye there 
is none more glorious than to see her 
swell from hare poles to full rig of 
snowy sails in less than five minutes. 

The Santa Maria might have been 
placed on the deck of the STTenamloah 
without adding perceptibly to her 
weight of cargo. She was n decked ves- 
sel, and while the Spanish historians do 
not deal in exact measurements they are 
so minute in details of her capacity that 
her size is known. Captain Gustavus 
W. Fox, after a very careful calculation, 
declares that her length was “63 feet 
over all and 57 feet along her keel,” 
with 20 feet beam and 10* .£ feet in depth. 
Her crew consisted of fifty seamen, and 
in tho list are found the names of one 
Englishman and one Irishman. It is 
really a pity that this list is not certain- 
ly authentic: it would be interesting to 
know the name of the first Irish emi- 
grant to America. This historic vessel 
was wrecked on Christinas eve, 1492, on 
the coast of Hispaniola, u calamity due 
to the gross carelessness of tho sailing 
master. 

t Email as she was, her consorts, the 
! Pinta and the Nina, were considerably 
smaller, being mere barks, called cara- 
vels, without decks, unless the high 
prow and stern may be so called. In tho 


Echo Bridge Park. 

Echo Bridge, by which Boston’s water- 
pipes cross the Chailes at Newton Upper 
Falls, is singularly unknown, says (he 
Boston Transcript, its merits being cou- 
sideied. It ceitainly fulfils the Ameri- 
can idea tnat a thing must be big to be 
great. There is but a single arch in this 
country to surpass its largest span, 130 
feet. It is ouly nine miles as the bee 
flies from the State House, but com- 
paratively few have stood to try its echo, 
which answers, as one of its engineers 
has aptly put it, like a woodful of wild 
ludians. As tbe neighborhood Las all 
tbe natural beauties oi a deep, dark pool 
and wooded blubs, it would ouly be 
necessary to buy and clean up a small 
tract to turn it into a fine park. Whcu 
the Metropolitan Commissioners pass 
that way we hope it may not escape their 
notice. Tbe rest can be trusted to tbeir 
judgment.

center such a vessel was absolutely open 
gild in no respect superior to the fishing 
craft and other light coasting vessels of 
today. That men Bhould have been 
willing to daro the passage of the 
stormy Atlantic in such craft gives us a 
high idea of their courage, and as a 
matter of fact only Columbus, Las 
Casas, the Pinzons and two or three 
other mad enthusiasts were willing. 
The crew consisted chiefly of desperate 
characters compelled to take the trip. 
Many were released from prison to go, 
and some had been condemned to death 
and voluntered as a bare chance for life. 

Our astonishment is but slightly miti- 
gated when we read that Columbus did 
not usk for large vessels, for there were 
many in the Spanish ports lurger than 
these. He firmly believed that the 
voyage would be comparatively short 


and tho son whore ho was going always 
smooth, and ho particularly requested 
such vessels as would enable him to run 
close in along the shores and sail tip the 
rivers. On his third voyage, when he 
actually reached South America, lie 
complained of the size of his vessel 
which rendered coast exploration diffi 
cult. 

The Spanish authorities declare that 
the Santa Maria of 1892 is nn exact re- 
production in every detail of that of 
1492. It has the snnto old fashioned 
shnpe, the same primitive masts, rig 
gings and sails, and even the same nr 
mament of falconets and mortars, hal- 
berds and arquebuses. Tho cabin of the 
conflnnnder is furnished in tho style of 
the Fifteenth century, and its table ts 
littered with maps, documents and nnu 
tical instruments of the period. Final- 
ly, its mastheads are decorated with the 
royal standards of Castillo and Leon, in 
exact imitation of tho flags which Co- 
lumbus planted in tho New World on 
Oct. 12, 1492. The vessel is manned by 
an excellent crow, obtained from among 
the fishermen and sailors of Cndiz and 
Snn Fernando, and placed under the 
orders of a detachment of officers of the 
royal navy. 

At the opening of tho Spanish fetes, 
on Attg. 3, the war vessels of all nations 
were at Huelva to salute tho new Santa 
Maria on her first voyage down the river, 
and her entrance into the Bay of Cadiz 
was greeted by deafening salvos. As 
there was almost n dead calm, however, 
she had to bo taken in tow by a gunboat, 
which marred the representation some- 
what. Later, however, she sailed out 
beautifully on the route taken by Colum- 
bus, and returned to receive renewed 
snlutes. At this naval congress of na 
tions the fact was humorously com- 
mented on that Columbus took with him 
for interpreter a scholar who knew Lat- 
in, Greek, Hebrew, Arabic, Coptic atnl 
Armenian, in addition to Spanish: that 
this learned gentleman was a failure in 
the New World, and that the first to 
master any of tho Indian tongues were 
the most illiterate sailors. But this is 
an oft repeated experience.

She Wrote the Ode Tor the CnliinibuN 
Day Celebration. 

Miss Edna Dean Proctor, the descend- 
ant of a highly honored New England 
family, was born at Henniker, N. H. In 
early life she beenme a contributor to 
the best literary publications and pub- 
lished a volume of poems, mostly pa- 
triotic, which gave her a leading place 
among American poets. After travel- 
ing extensively in the east she wrote “A 
Russian Journey” in a vivid, picturesque 
Latin style, which has become a classic.

Her later poems have been slowly pro- 
duced, but are everywhere held to be mas- 
terpieces of art and among the strongest 
voices of patriotism in our literature. 
Slto lives much of the time in Boston 
and at Framingham, Mass. 

Miss Proctor was honored by tho com- 
mittee of the popular Columbus Day 
celebration soliciting her to write the 
ode which is to be rendered in every lo- 
cality of America on Oct. 21. The lyric 
is tho result of months of labor, and 
will take permanent rank as one of the 
foremost poems ever written on America. 

THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION. 

He Hceommcmlti the Generul Observance 
of Columbus Day ou Oct. 21. 

Whi-nas, by a joint resolution, up proved 
June 21', 1892. it wuh resolved by t lie Semite and 
house of representatives of the United States 
of Americu In congress assembled, “That tho 
president of tho United States he authorized 
and directed to issue a proclamation recom- 
mending to tho people the observiwico in all 
their localities of tho 400th anniversary of tho 
discover}’ of A mericA, on the 21st of October, 
1892, by public demonstrations and by suitable 
exercises iu tbeir schools aud other places of 
assembly:'* 

Now, therefore, I. Benjamin Harrison, presi- 
dent of the United Stuti-s of America, in pur- 
suance of (lie aforesuid joint resolution, do 
hereby appoint Friday, Oct. 21, lHtr„\ the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus, as a general holiday for the people 
of tbe Uuited States. Ou thut day let the peo- 
ple so far us possible cease from toil and de- 
vote themselves to such exercises as may best 
express honor to the discoverer and their ap- 
preciation of (ho great achievements of tho 
four completed centuries of American life. 

Columbus stood in bis uku as the pioneer of 
progress and enlightenment. The system of 
Universal education is in our age the most 
prominent and salutary feature of the spirit of 
enlightenment, uud it is peculiarly appropriate 
thut the schools be made by tbe people the cen- 
ter of the day's demonstration. Let the na- 
tional Hag flout over every school house iu tho 
country, and the exercises be such as shall im- 
press upon our youth the patriotic duties of 
American citizenship. 

In the churches and iu the other (daces of 
assembly of tbe people let there bo expressions 
of gratitude to divine Providence for the de- 
vout faith of the discoverer, aud for t lie divlno 
care aud guidance which have directed our his- 
tory aud so abundantly blessed our people. 

In testimony whereof 1 have hereunto set my 
hand and caused the seal of the United Stales 
to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this 21st day 
of July, in tho year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-two, and of the in- 
dependence of the Uuited Stales the one hun- 
dred aud seventeenth. 


Against Moving tho Trnoks. 

Newtonville, Oot. 1st, 1802. 
To the editor of the Gbaphic: 

The report of the meeting nt the City 
Hall last Wednesday evening is incorrect 
in otto particular. It states that tho 
resolutions offered were unanimously 
adopted. Several gentlemen present 
voted in the negative, and many others 
were deterred from so doing only by a 
mistaken notion of propriety. They as- 
sumed that, ns the call for the meeting 
was addresst d to “those favorably dis- 
posed,” it would be discourteous to 
raiso a dissenting voice. The incon- 
sistency of taking a vote in a meeting of 
“thoso favorably disposed” puzzled them 
for the moment, and while they were 
trying to solve the mystery the chairman 
declared the resolutions adopted. 

When the question of removing tbe 
tracks ia presented to the citizens nt 
large, instead of to a few hundred gentle- 
men brought together by a call addtessed 
to “these favorably disposed” it will be 
found that "the people” ate by no means 
“satisfied that it would ho nn excellent 
thing.” On the contrary a large number 
will declaro that the proposition involves 
a gtoss injustice to private rights such 
as no majority, however well moaning 
and powerful, can ho permitted to com- 
mit with safety. 

Shifting tho railway would mean tuk- 
ing money out of the pockets of a large 
number of thoso owning south side 
property and putting it into tho pockets 
of their notrhern neighbors. This is re- 
garded ns a necessary incident in making 
a change which is said to he for the 
general welfare of the city. But if so 
can such a cltnngo be made with a clear 
consciene? Shall we "do a little wrong” 
to a minority of our fellow citizens in 
order that the majority may bo beue- 
litteci? This principle it' accepted would 
justify the health officer iu promptly 
casting into the crematory every in- 
dividual who showed the first symptom 
of Asiatic cholera, for it could ho easily 
shown that such action although unfair 
to tho sufferer, was for the bent fit nnd 
protection of tho overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

Thero, is a question of abstract right 
and wrong involved in this matter, and 
the people of Newton will probably see 
it, after a little, aud hesitate to resort to 
such high-minded methods. 

If a majority of the citizens of any 
town have tho right to change the loca- 
tion of a railway within tbeir borders to 
suit their own good pleasure, then a 
majority of the citizens of a state can 
exeicise a similar right for the same 
purpose. Should this right ho once 
established we may expect to see some 
big operations in real estate »ucli as 
have been effected in Mexico where 
whole towns have been abandoned by 
the railways in order to compel the ttr.- 
fortunate inhabitants to remove and oc- 
cupy the adjoining laud for the beuellt 
of tho conspirators. 

There is not much danger that tho 
Massachusetts Legislature will consent 
to setting such a dangerous precedent 
eveu at the unanimous request of the 
citizens of Newton. That there will he 
a determined resistance to tbe scheme 
by a large majority, if it ever gets as far 
as the legislature, there can he no doubt.

Finns for tho Public School Observance 
of Columbus Day. 

When the American superintendents 
of education at their Brooklyn meeting 
last winter appointed their executive 
committee to take charge of the national 
public school celebration of Columbus 
Day, they instructed them especially to 
prepare a uniform programme of exer- 
cises for all localities. 

This official programme is now pub- 
lished. It provides specifically for a 
morning celebration in the school houses, 
and suggestions are made for afternoon 
demonstrations in which schools and 
citizens may unite. The morning cere- 
monies are to be as follows: 

The schools are to assemble in their 
school houses at the usual hour on the 
morning of Oct. 21. All the rooms 
under tho same principal, so far as pos- 
sible, aro to unite in tho same exercises. 
Although it is a gala day, the discipline 
is to be precise, and tho session is sup- 
posed to exhibit the results of careful, 
painstaking preparations. 

Tho principal sees that everything is 
in readiness, gives his last injunctions 
and with his special guests waits tho ar- 
rival of the detail of veterans who aro 
to assist in raising and saluting the flag. 
The veterans aro awaited at the gate by 
a color guard of pupils and are escorted 
with dignity to the main room and 
presented to the principal. Theu the 
signal is given, and each room in turn, 
to drumbeat or other music, marches to 
the school yard, where tho exercises are 
to take place and where seats have been 
arranged. The pupils are drawn up in 
a large hollow square around the flag, 
and the veterans und color guard take 
their places at the halyards. 

The exercises aro opened by tho mas- 
ter of ceremonies, who may be the prin- 
cipal or an appointed person, reading 
tho president’s proclamation for the 
school celebration of the day, in which 
ho urges that every school in the land 
shall fly the national flag. He orders 
the flag unfurled, and tho veterans run 
it up the staff and lead tho assemblage 
in three cheers for the stars und stripes. 
Then, led by the principal, the pupils 
give an impressive salute to tho colors, 
pledging allegiance to the flag and to 
tho republic for which it stands. This 
salute properly terminates in tho sing- 
ing of “My country, ’tis of theel” by the 
whole audience. 

Following this unique ceremony und 
an acknowledgment of Divine Provi- 
dence come the specially contributed 
features of the official programme. The 
first of these is the song of Columbus 
Day byTheron Brown, the distinguished 
writer of sweet songs. This is to be sung 
to tho old and mujestic tune of “Lyons.” 
Theu follows the address of Columbus 
Day, which is a thoughtful und brilliant 
declamation prepared by The Youth’s 
Companion os its special gift to the cele- 
bratiou. Tho final feature is the read- 
ing of the odo of Columbus Day. This 
now poem, by Edna Dean Proctor, is a 
masterpiece. It will take high and per- 
manent rank as uu American classic. 
The privilege of declaiming this noble 
uddress, and of rendering the superb 
ode, will be a coveted distinction among 
the pupils of our schools, and the assign- 
ment should be very carefully made. 

This concludes the uniform features 
of the official programme. Following 
these are expected to come the local ad- 
ditions, such us historic representations, 
patriotic recitations and chorals, with 
which the schools may elaborate the ex- 
ercises. It will also bo the usual thiug 
for addresses to be made by the eminent 
guests of the occasion, and for the 
familiar uational hymns to be sung. 

Preparations for tho creditable ren- 
dering of this programme cannot begin 
too soon. The most careful arrange- 
ments should be mudo. Persistent re- 
hearsing is imperative. 

The families of all the pupils should 
be invited. Citizens generally should be 
expected at the school houses ou the 
evening of Oct. 21. Seats for the as- 
semblage should be provided out of 
doors, and a suitable room should also 
be held iu readiness for retreat in case 
of storm.

Bend’s beautiful poem, "Drifting.’’ Then 
Posillppo, where is Virgil’s tomb, and 
where he sometimes resided. At Put-turn 
the Doric temple architecture was shown 
and commented on. and was com- I 
pared with the Doric architecture of the 
rem pie of Theseus at Athens, views of the 
hitter being also given. The greater 
harmony ana grace of the Doric as seen in 
this building contrasted strongly with the 
heavy and dumpy look of the Piestum 
columns, and the comparative lack of , 
llghtne-s and gracefulness of effect in the • 
whole. Puteoll was especially interesting 
as the landing place of. St. Paul after his 

g erilous voyage to Italy, and for Its ruined 
erapeum, whose tall columns, broken and 
defaced, benr evidence on their surfaces of 
the alternate rise and fall of the land 
where they are erected. Thence to Balne, 
“the Newport of Rome,’’ whose beautiful 
villas and lovely scenery when in its prime, 
as Turner’s imagination restored them, 
were shown In a view of one of his 
pictures. Capii, its wave worn rocks. | 
curving beaches and wonderful Blue 
grotto, next delighted the audience. Last 
of all Vesuvius, as it appeared both before 
and after the eruptions of ’79 and 1872 
respectively, concluded the series. The 
lecturer gave an interesting and lucid ac- 
count of the various ehunges thst had 
taken place from time to time in the vener- 
able old volcano, and gave a fine view of 
Vesuvius in eruption at night, a striking 
spectacle, even the representation of which 
is to be remembered. The lecture from 
beginning to eud was full of interest for 
the traveled as well as the untraveled por- 
tion of the audience.

Death of Elislin Bassett. 

Mr. Elisha Bassett, for flfty-one years 
clerk and | deputy clerk of the United 
States Court iu Boston, died at his home | 
in; Newton Centre at 3 a.m. Tuesday, | 
the result of a shock received a week 
ago Monday. lie was seventy-four years 
old. Hu was boru iu Asbfleld. Mass.. 
Juue (1, 1818, aud at tweuty-two years ot 
age went iuto the office of Clerk Francis 
Bassett as an assistant. Francis Bassett 
was succeeded iu office in 1845 by Seth 
Sprague, who remained iu office tweutv- 
flvo years and was followed by Edward 
Dexter; later by Clomeut Hugh Hill, 
who resigned in 1887. aud Mr. Bassett 
was promoted from deputy to clerk iu 
January following. March 19, 1890, 

completed fifty years of service iu the 
office of clerk of the United States Dis- 
trict Court by Mr. Bassett, aud the oc- 
casion was made memorable by the 
gathering of lawyers, members of the 
United States Court bar, who presented 
Mr. Bassett with a silver water pitcher 
aud salver. Soon after this event Mr. 
Bassett, who bad been failing iu health 
for some time, was obliged to resign, 
and has since lived iu retirement at 
Newton Ceutre.

Mr. Rice’s generous gift is a grace- 
ful tribute to the memory of his futhcr and 
brother. Teacher aud pupils are very 
much pleased with this ilag which is 12x21 
feet, and they will be enubled to honor 
Columbus Day in a proper manner. The 
pupils have collected £58 toward the flag- 
staff. 

—The bpriugfiold Republican pays this 
tribute to Mr. KILha Bassett: ‘There 
will be muuy lawyers throughout the state 
to regret the death of Elisha Bassett, w ho 
was for half a century clerk of the United 
States court in Boston. lie passed away 
at his home in Newton Tuesday morning, 
where he had been living in retirement 
since he resigned his office in May, 1891. 
Mr. Bassett was a native of Ashtield, where 


he was born in 1818. lie became assistant 
clerk of the court when 22 years of ngo, 
and continued in that position under three 
superiors untii 1887, when he succeeded 
Clement Hugh Hill ns clerk. Ills half- 
eenturv of service was completed March 10, 
1890, when the occasion was made memor- 
able by a gathering of the lawyers practic- 
ing In the federal court, who presented 
Mr. Bassett with a silver water pitcher and 
salver. The veteran clerk made A most in- 
teresting address, telling of the changes of 
men and court procedure that he had seen 
in 50 years.” 

—Captain George F. Whnll, of Needham, 
but until within a few years a resident of 
this place, died Saturday evening, aged 
seventy-four. He was a brother of Mrs. 
Geo. F. Richardson of Marshall street. 
Captain Whall, nt the beginning of the Re- 
bellion, was employed at the Watertown 
arsenal, and discovered that some of the 
officers in charge and a number of the men 
employed did not sympathize with the 
Northern cause and tampered with the 
cartridges made for the service, so that 
when they were received nt the front they 
wore useless. Captain Whnll reported the 
facts to Washington nnd the guilty ones 
were removed. In regard to this matter 
there are among the captain’s effects letters 
from Abraham Lincoln, Secretary of War 
Stanton, Senators Charles Sumner ami 
Henry Wilson, Governor Andrew, nnd 
other prominent men. Captain Whnll 
joined a Massachusetts regiment and 
served three years in the civil war, return- 
ing home a captain. After the war he was 
given a position in the Custom House until 
President Cleveland’s administration, when 
he was removed. Four years later lie was 
reinstated by Collector Beard. The funeral 
took place at 1.15 Tuesday, and the inter- 
ment was at Mt. Auburn.

The Excess of Fiction Reading. 

A public library can be sustained from 
the funds of the public treasury only 
upon the supposition that it will prove 
to be a valuable help in the educatiou 
and refinement of the people of the 
place where it is established. It is 
doubtful if its support can be justified if 
it simply furnishes entertainment. A 
library made up solely of boobs of fiction 
could hardly claim the public funds. 
At the same time a library without 
fiction would be confessedly incomplete, 
especially wheu we consider fiction as an 
importaut part of literature. 

The line must bo drawn somewhere, 
and it is probable that the directors of 
the Newtou Library have acted wisely 
iu the course they adopt. They furnish 
a fair amount of fiction, but they aim to 
enrich other departments. 

It is certainly a most admirable institu- 
tion, aud the suggestions we make do 
not contain any complaint of its manage- 
ment. The purpose is to call attention 
uow to the excess of fiction readiug. 
The greater number of readers of its 
books almost invariably select novels 
aud stories. The large collection of 
more useful publications are compara- 
tively neglected. 

It would be well if something could 
be done to improve the taste for solid 
readiug. To read nothing but novels is 
certainly not the way to gam the greatest 
amount of good for one's self, or to make 
the best use of the city’s bounty. 

The danger too is that the fiction 
reader in time loses the ability to read 
anything else, and requires his stories to 
be more aud more highly spiced. 

Perhaps the neglectiug solid readiug 
may arise in part from the lack of ac- 
quaintance with the resources of the 
library in its different departments. In 
some places this difficulty is met by the 
publication of topic lists from time to 
time. Of course this is provided for iu 
the catalogue and in the weekly notices, 
but not in the shape that attracts the 
same attention as the topic lists. For 
example there is a growing interest at 
this time in the history of Columbus and 
of the early discoverers and explorers. 

If all books having a bearing upon this 
general topic were grouped with brief 
notices of the couteuts of each, it would 
probably iuvite many to follow such a 
course of readiug. 

We can hardly over estimate the use- 
fulness of a good public library, but at 
the same time special efforts must bo 
made to induce people to make the best 
use of it. As it is today the majority of 
readers tliiuk of it as simply a source of 
entertainment, and not as a help to their 
higher education. 


The Separation of Grades Problem. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

In the discussions legarding the solu- 
tion of this problem, there is one im- 
portant poiut to be considered aud one 
that so tar as I have observed has not 
been prominently brought forward. I 
refer to the interruption to travel which 
must be incurred for a considerable 
length of time if the grades are to be 
ebauged iu their present location. 

The proseut service, as far as local ac- 
commodation is concerned, must be con- 
siderably hampered and the necessity of 
ruiming frequeut construction trains 
will add not oulv to the difficulty, but to 
the danger of carrying Newton pas- 
sengers. One serious accident might 
readily cost a far greater loss of limb 
and life tliau would be incurred iu years 
from the use of the track as it at present 
exists. It goes without saying that the 
ability of the Albany R. R. officials will 
be exerted to the utmost to avoid either 
the inconvenience or the daugeriudicated : 
but it will be putting a very severe strain 
upou them and it must open the door to 
accidents that can hardly occur under 
the nrdiuary conditions of their regular 
traffic. From this point of view Mr. 
Langford’s proposal for a re-location, 
w hich could be entirely constructed be- 
fore it is put to use, seems well worthy 
of a most caeful consideration.

CANDIDATES WOI.COTT AND DRAPEll AD- 
DRESS A NEWTON AUDIENCE. 

The Republicans opened the campaign

B. Coffiu and Rev. J. B. Gould. Mr. R. 
II. Gardner, chairmau of tho ward and 
city committee, intro iuced the chair- 
man, Senator Gilrnnu, and tho latter in- 
troduced the speakers, making brief 
reference to the issues of the campaign. 
Hearty applause greeted all the spoakors. 

Mr. Roger Wolcott began by remarkiug 
ou the fact that the Republicans of New- 
ton seemed to be wide awake, iudgiug 
from the audieuoe before him, aud ho de- 
fended the McKinley tariff, touched 
upon the address of tho Independents, 
civil service reform, the state bank ques- 
tion, the Presidential candidates,* aud 
Congressman Williams. 

Gen.Draper followed and devoted him- 
self mainly to the tariff questiou aud the 
high wages, which the tariff enabled 
both himself and other manufacturers to 
pay, and he argued that the law of supply 
and demand had very little iufiueuco up- 
on wages. As a manufacturer of ma- 
chinery which was protected by patents, 
he said he was very little dependent on 
the tariff. He closed by answering some 
editorials iu the Boston Herald. 

Before the rally tho speakers were en- 
tertained at diuner by Mr. Heury E. 
Cobb at his residence on Mt. Ida, and 
after the meeting they were given a re- 
ception at the Newtou club.

REPUBLICAN RECIPROCITY. 


BY WILLIAM LLOYI) OAURISON. 

Upon n campaign Hag suspended over 
Washington Btieo’,, near Water, nro Bin- 
mounted the namoH of tlyo Republican 
candidates for President nnd Vice Presi- 
dent. Underneath them 11 >ats the 
legend “Protection and Reciprocity,” a 
singular conjunction of words, consid- 
ered in the light of their accepted mean- 
ing. Protection moans a restriction of 
nternational trade, the interposition of 
a tax barrier to keep out foreign imports. 
Reciprocity, on the other land, means an 
enlargement of international trade and a 
removal of taxes which binder foreign 
imports. Protection aims at the isola- 
tion oi national trade. Reciprocity 
would accomplish intoroatioual union 
through trade. Protection versus Recip- 
rocity ono can uuderstand; hut forcibly 
coupled, the ideas are as incompatible as 
Slavory and Freedom, Poveity and 
Plenty, or Famine and Feasting. 

What shall wo think of a political 
party which gravely announces its creed 
iu such terms? Is it uot an insult to the 
intelligence of the peonle? It is usually 
safer to concede that “the court knows 
something.” Before the court of think- 
ing voters this caso is to he tried. 

The policy of reciprocity, over which 
tho President aud the late Secretary of 
State are rejoicing, was not dreamt of by 
the framer of the McKinley bill. How 
could ho in one breath paint tho great 
advantage of tho home market, aud in 
the next describe in glowing terras tho 
profits to acoruo from gaining by treaty 
the markets of tho world? How was it 
possible for him to ask restriction for 
the sako of high wage earners at home, 
and then to demand expansion of trade 
with nations of ill-paid workmen abroad? 
He was not so illogical or inconsistent ns 
to attempt it. 

It remained for the audacity and 
despeiatiou of Mr. Ulaino to foist upon 
the Republican party this ill-assorted 
aud antagonistic program. Ho was uot 
without experience in efforts to recon- 
cile tho irreconcilable, and, with his 
singular talents aud impressive personal- 
ity, was never trammelled by impraciical- 
ity, was never trammelled by impiactical 
regard for logic, consistency, aud vera- 
cious statement. But amid’ a multitude 
of dull political companions ho was un- 
deniably bright. Ho foresaw the failure 
of the McKiulcy law, aud declared “there 
is not a section or a line in tho entire hill 
that will open the market for another 
bushel of wheat or another barrel of 
flour,” aud, with uative quickness aud 
magnetic force, injected reciprocity into 
the pending bill. In the parlance of the 
gamester, lie saw the game was a losing 
one and hedged. 

The proposition was not received with 
euthusiasm by his more scrupulous asso- 
ciates; and Mr. Harrison, in transmitting 
it to tho Senate, frankly said: “It wifi 
certainly be time enough for us to con- 
sider whether we must cheapen the cost 
of production by cheapening labor, in 
order to gain access to South American 
markets, when wo have fairly tried the 
effect of established and reliable steam 
communications, and of convenient 
methods of money exchanges.” It was 
decided by the Senate, however, uot to 
wait for the trial of the agencies men- 
tioned, aud the lifo preserver of recipro- 
city was reluctantly fastened around the 
sinking body of protection. To-day, 
extension of commerce, the removal of 
sugar duties, the long free list, aud the 
lower prices of goods aro adduced by the 
Republican press and leaders as evidence 
of the virtues of protection, all of them 
denounced as Democratic heresios in the 
campaign of 1SSS. 

Lot us uot, therefore, doceivo ourselves. 
The same pnvitedged classes, tho same 
favored monopolies, the same corrupt 
spoilsmen are hoping to win again, this 
time by stealing tho garments of their 
foes. Tho reciprocity now lauded is as 
spurious as tho protection it is keepiug 
company with is false. It needs only to 
he delined to bo exposed. Tho recipro- 
city so praised is an alias. Its true name 
is retaliation. 

A genuine reciprocity is free inter- 
change of goods between nations. It 
needs no edicts to bring b about; it con- 
fers a mutual Benefit; ii is not a measure 
of war, hut an assurance of peace, lie- 
publican reciprocity is a club. It 
threatens. But trade, no more than love, 
can he compelled by force. The pro- 
tectionist can never uudorstaud that in a 
natural exchange hotli patties gam, hence 
his eagerness to send wealth out of the 
country aud to prevent its coming iu. 

This counterfeit device of reciprocity 
uow vaunted lias a comical side. The 
United States proposes “to enforce re- 
ciprocal relations” by what? By com- 
pelling its own fellow-citizens to pay 
extra taxes. “Look you, Brazil, Cubu, 
or Guatemala, if you dare refuse to buy 
certain goods of us, beware. Wo will 
punish you by making our people pay 
higher prices for your wool and hides 
and sugar. Tremble!” The scheme 
seems like a plagiarism from Offenbach 
or Gilbert and Sullivan. 

There is a plausible side also. It 
deceived Disraeli in 1849 and led him to 
affirm that “you cauuot light hostile 
tariffs with free impoits.” Sir Robert 
Peel said iu reply to this: “1 so totally 
dissent from that assumption thut I 
maintain the best way to competo with 
liostlo tariffs is to encourage fiee im- 
ports. So far from tbiukiug tho 
principle of protection a salutary 
principle, I maintain that the more 
widely you oxteml it the greater the 
injury you will inflict on the national 
wealth and tho more you will cripple tho 
natiouai industry.” 

And Sir Robert Peel was right. In 
cousequeuce of hostilo tariffs abroad, 
foolisti nations puuishiug themselves by 
shutting out entirely or restricting the 
importation of needed things, England 
lias correspoudently prospered because 
of her open ports. 

Take wool us uu illustration. The 
duty imposed upon that staple by the 
present tariff, while it directly iujures 
American manufacturers, is a direct 
benefit to England. She prolils by our 
idiooy. We must have the choice wools 
of Australia aud South America, aud 
yet voluuturily compel ourselves to load 
the unwashed wools, the only kind we 
are permitted to import, with an extra 
cost of eleveu ceuts a pound. Imme- 
diately wo give to Euglish manufactur- 
ers this enormous advantage iu her raw 
material. In apite of the high duties 
imposed on Euglish cloths, they are 
easily able to undersell us iu ourowu 
market aud under the shadow of our 


protected {mills. Consider how foolish 
it would he for England to shut out 
wools from tho Argentine Republic be- 
cause that nation put a tax ou Britisli 
manufactured good*. By her wiso choice 
of freedom she can make them so 
cheaply that they penetrate into hostile 
markets in spite of artificial tariff 
barriers. 

When Franco and Germany, In order 
to stimulate tho production of sugar, 
offered largo bounties for its export, did 
England close her doors to its entrance ? 
It doubtless conflicted with the produc- 
tion of West India sugar, wherein 
English capital was largely invested, ami 
interested parties clamored for a pro- 
tective duty. In consequence, England 
revelled in cheap sugar, to the immeuso 
advantage of the pooplc. It gave an im- 
petus to tho manufacture of jellies, 
confectionery and kindred trades, and 
enlarged employment for labor. In 
shoit, England spreads her ample lap 
and gratefully receives tho wealth that 
her less wise neighbors pour into it. No 
wonder that she is mistress of the seas, 
nnd that the exchanges of tho world 
centre in London. 

The nations with whom entire re- 
ciprocity would prove a real blessing to 
our own nro not tho weak and half- 
civilized ones specified for the experi- 
ment. Imagine a law permitting Boston 
to exchange freely with Pittsfield aud 
Syracuse but forbidding trade witli 
New York. The things wo want and 
must havo are in England, Canada, 
Germany and Franco, mu fit more than 
in South American republics and de- 
pendencies. Whoever trades in tho 
greatest mart of tho world gets there 
most cheaply tho products of the world, 
nnd obtains therefore the highest pi ices 
for his own products, with which alone 
he can buy tho things he wants. This is 
tho economy of effort, the ideal and 
proper method, “buying in tho cheapest 
and selling in the dearest market.” It 
opens wider opportunity for labor, and 
gives it better returns. 

Tho motto on tho fl ig is delusive. It 
doesnotmoan Protection and Reciprocity 
but Restriction and Retaliation. One 
had law is uot cured by another. Re- 
peal tho first. Banish protective tariffs, 
and wo shall not have to bully our 
South American neighbors iuto trading. 
No bounties need he wasted on sugar 

[ ilanters or American shipping. The 
aw of gravitation may he trusted.

Resolutions. 

The Executive Committee of the New- 
tou Civil Service Reform Association, at a 
meeting held on tho 8th day of October,

For 
years be has been our acknowledged 
leader, whose earnest words and example 
have quickened many to more active 
exertions in tho cause of reform. It is 
therefore with no common regrot that 
we lament his passing away, for wo feel 
that the place he has left void cannot 
soon ho tilled. 

But not by Civil Service Reformers 
alone will his loss he deeply felt. By his 
pure life, his distinguished literary abil- 
ity, his lofty integrity, his constaut 
labors to elevate and purify the tone of 
social nnd political life, ho has done a 
work which eutitlos him to be regarded 
as, in the best sense, a public benefactor 
whoso servioe should long be gratefully 
remembered by his countrymen. 

To Civil Service Reformers his death 
should not causo a feeling of despouden- 
cy or a loss of interest in the great work 
to which they have devoted themselves, 
hut should rather nerve them to renewed 
exertious aud a determination not to 
cease their efforts until they too have 
passed away or their labors are crowned 
with success by tho establishment of the 
principles of Civil Service Reform iu 
every department of the public service. 


Boston FIs li Markets. 

To the editor of the Gkajmuc: 

In 1892 the fish markets on the w harves 
in Boston are places of great filth. 

Men may be soon chewing nnd spitting 
upon the floors where tho choicest fish 
are laid. Men walkiu from the highways 
with all kiuds of filth upon their boots. 

Mou may be seeu to take water from 
the harbor to wash the fish in, as the 
men cut out the entrails ami skin the fish. 
Many of these fish are used iu mtiug 
places in Boston aud vicinity, and any 
one may know the condition of tho 
water used when history tells us that tho 
sewage from tho people in Boston has 
heeu emptied into the water iu tho har- 
bor of Boston since the year of 1701. 

The same practice is iu use iu 1802 aud 
the decayed flesh from sores of ail kiuds 
is allowed to become food for the eels 
aud the lish aud the clams and lobsters. 

Any one to fully see tho illthy habits 
of the fishermen aud tho lish dealers 
havo only to take a walk upon the lish 
wharves where vessels are being unload- 
ed iu Boston iu 1802. The whaives are 
old and dirty. The habits and practices 
of the men are the most filthy. 

Thu men may be seeu to spit ulong 
side the vessel iu which lisli are being 
eulruilod, aud the spittle may be iu the 
water used to wash the flsh aud clams 
aud lobsters. 

The people empty all their sewage on 
the vessels ou the side of their craft or it 
goes iuto tho water along side the 
wharves by the use of water closets amt 
lead pipes. 

Let your imagination have full sway 
and it will not load you far away from 
the great danger in eutiug flsli from the 
fish markets in Boston or from the Ash- 
ing vessels that come to Bostou wharves, 
as I have seeu water from the harbor be- 
ing used to wash the vessels after tho 
fish had beeu removed, aud the hold wus 
being mude ready to receive more lish.

PROTECTION COLUMN 



[From the Boston morning .Journal, Oct. 11, 1892.] 

Iii Collision AYIt li Hie Constitution. 

When a rapidly moving body, like 
Congressman George Fred Williams, 
comes into collision with an immovable 
and deoply rooted object like the Con- 
stitution of the Uuited States, there is 
likely to bo somewhat of a crash. This 
is what happened when Mr. Williams, in 
his speech at Dedham in defence of the 
wildcat currency plank of the Democratic 
platform, said : 

“President Harrison has made what 
seems to mo to bo the unfortunate state- 
ment — which unhappily is tho basis of 
his financial policy— that ‘it is the busi- 
ness of tho Government to furnish the 
people with money.’ I believe this is 
not true. And I am confldeut that tho 
control of the money system by Con- 
gress ought to cease at once, and that it 
should be left to commercial interests to 
expand and contract the volume of 
money according to the necessities of 
trade.” 

Now, of course, wheu Congressman 
Williams says that “the control of 
the money system by Congress ought to 
cease at once” aud that it ought to ho 
giyen instead “to commercial interests,” 
although there seems a certain degree of 
vagueness as to who or what aro meant 
by “commercial interests,” we feel that 
Congressman Williams ought to be ac- 
commodated if possible. But there is 
somethiug iu the Uuited States Con- 
stitution, an instrument which Mr. Wil- 
liams must be supposed to have learned 
by heart, else how did ho ever come to 
ho Congressman? which interferes with 
the execution of his plan of substituting 
the “commercial interests” for Cougress 
in “the control of the money system.” 
In the eighth sectiou of tho first article 
of the Constitution, which defiues tho 
powers of Congress, it is provided that 
the Congress shall have power “to coiu 
mouey, regulate the value thereof, and 
of foreigu coiu,” Moreover, in section 
ten of the same article it is expressly 
provided that the States shall uot do the 
foregoing things. That section declares 
that no State “shall coin mouey, emit 
hills of credit, make anything but gold 
aud silver coiu a tender in paymeut of 
debts.” Congressman Williams is still 
quite youug, aud there are oue or two 
thiugs which lie has yet to learn. Had 
he been a member of the convention 
whicii framed the Constitution of the 
Uuited States, it is possible that he 
might havo peisuaded that august body 
that the safest and most stable thing to 
do with the “money system” was to 
leave it to tho control aud regulation of 
“tho commercial interests of the couu- 
try.” But it was tho misfortune of tho 
founders of this republic to go to their 
graves without any personal acquaint- 
ance with the distinguished Dedham 
Congressman, or the illumination of his 
financial ideas. It seems io follow’ there- 
fore that when Mr, Williams and the 
Constitution come into collision, it is not 
the Constitution which gets the worst of 
it. 


Congressman Williams. 

To the Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

I have read with great interest the 
communication In a recent number of 
the Graphic ou Mr. George Fred Wil- 
liams’ financial unsoutulness. 

1 noticed thnt when General Draper 
made his opening speech at Milford he 
refrained from discussing Mr. Williams’ 
attitude ou linaucial questions because 
he did uot uudeistaud that it was well 
defined at that time on the question of 
state bank circulation, and the two were 
iu substantial accord iu reference to sil- 
ver coinage. 

But siuco thou Mr. Williams has spokou 
at Dedham, titid has uot only accepted 
tho Chicago platform iu rotercuce to 
state banking! hut has undertaken t 
show how a statu hank circulation may 
he safe and souud. lie takes the grouud 
t hut the general government should re- 
peal t lid ten per cout. tax on state hank 
circulation wheu those banks will pledge 
ull their assets and make their stock- 
holders liable also, und then he thinks 
any circulation issued by such bauks 
would he well secured. 

lie seems to have forgotteu that the 
assets of bauks frequently prove to he 
almost wholly worthless, aud that the 
stockholders themselves in some cases 
trove a very poor reliunce for creditors, 
t is unnecessary iu this community to 
cite uny other instance than tho Alavetick 
hank. All the creditors of thut ha^tk 
except the holders of its circulating notes 
must suffer, but the holders of those 
uotes ate made absolutely secure by 
Federal law. 

Mr. Williams is lawyer euough to kuow’ 
that if the government repeals the tux 
ou a condition, that will necessarily in- 
volve Federal supervision to be constant- 
ly extended, und that will make a con- 
flict betweeu Federal aud State authori- 
ties which might make uo eud of trouble 
aud agaiust which the Demoeraiio party 
would he sure to rise iu protest. 

Mr. Williams hasluhoted hard to make 
a case for the Democratic tiuauoial 
policy, aud it might be accepted iu some 
parts of the country, but it cauuot iu 
Massachusetts, lie has showu himself 
to be more of a partisan thau a fluaueier 
or statesman. The mouey which the 


people U 80 as a universal measure of 
values and exchanges must he perfectly 
safe beyond peradventure or there will 
be great public inconvenience and con- 
stant loss. Ho has tampered with a sub- 
ject which ought to be held aloof from 
political partisanship, and ho has shown 
himself unworthy the confidence of tho 
people as a legislator on the subject.

Tightened Purse Strings. 

“Wo are poor,” Mr. William C. Whitney 
is quoted as saying of the Democratic 
Natiouai Committee, “no mistake about 
that, aud the Lord only knows where 
the mouey is to come from; 1 don’t.” 
Almost simultaneously the committee 
issues a long and piteous appeal for 
funds. 

Well, is it any wonder that ihe Demo- 
cratic National Committee should be 
poor and compelled to beg money to pay 
its house rent? What American manu- 
facturer or merchant or wage earner 
wants to subset ihe to the support of a 
patty which condemns reciprocity as a 
fraud and protectiouas unconstitutional, 
which demauds free aud unlimited silver 
coinage and the revival of wildcat State 
banks, and in the words of one of its 
leading statesmen “challenges the pro- 
tected industries to a war of extermina- 
tion— a fight to the death?” Is it sur- 
prising that such a patty should com- 
plain that it was poor, aud that all of its 
frantic appeals for assistance were con- 
temptuously ignored by the American 
people? 

But where are the “combines” and 
monopolies, foreigu and domestic, which 
have hitherto filled the treasury of the 
Democracy? Why do they not uow 
come to its relief? Where is tho Sugar 
Trust, aud where tho Standard Oil Com- 
pany? Where is the foreign Steamship 
Trust, which iu 18S8 contributed $50,000 
to the Democratic campaign fund, and 
had a representative ou the Campaign 
Committee? Where is the huge coucern 
which has just gobbled up the Nova 
Scotia coal mines? Where is the English 
salt trust, the English Chemical Union, 
the Bradford worsted trust, and last but 
not least tho tin plate trusc of South 
Wales and Monmouthshire? Why is it 
that Mr. Whitney cannot persuade these 
beueliciarie-i of “tariff tefornt” to ”do 
sometbiug” for tho party which promises 
tln m legislative favors? 

Is it because they realize that the 
Demooracy is playiug a losing game this 
year, and that it is foolish to throw good 
money away iu lighting the inevitable? 


Democracy aud Free Trade.

Their crowning effort at Chicago and all 
their efforts since seem to bear the stamp 
of a determined purpose to defeat the 
national Democratic ticket. In season 
and out of season, all places aud all occa- 
sions are seized upon to proclaim and to 
muguify their fanatical determination to 
establish free trade with foreigu coun- 
tries, to destroy the ancient and vener- 
able American system of protection 
towards foreigu productions aud of free 
trade at home; and consequently to pro- 
mote the election of Harrison. — New 
York Sun. 


Fine Democratic Harmony.

THE MAYORALTY PETITION. 


The petition asking Mayor Hibbard 
to accept a nomination for Mayor for the 
third time is something unusual in New- 
ton politics, and is a deserved tribute to 
the able manner in which ho has dis- 
charged his duties during the past two 
years. The names of the petitioners 
are given in another part of this issue 
and will bo read with interest. It will 
be seen that the sjlid men of Newton 
are largely represented, without distinc- 
tion of party, and among them are an ex- 
governor of the state, ex-representatives, 
and present and past city officials, all 
of whom have had opportunity to follow 
Mayor Hibbaid’s course with an intelli- 
gent understanding of the difficulties in 
bis path and the great amount of labor 
he has expended in giving the city such 
a business-like city government. 

The wisdom of Mr. Hibbard’s sup- 
porters, when his name was first men- 
tioned for the office, has been fully demon- 
strated and the policy of haviug a prac- 
tical business man at the head of city 
affairs is now endorsed by every one, 
■and it has proved such a success that the 
men who are more interested in the city 
than in any political scheme, which in- 
dudes the great majority of our citizens, 
are anxious to have that policy contin- 
ued. 

The past two years have certainly been 
the most important ones in the history 
of the city, when the importance of the 
questions at issue are considered, aud 
never have decision of character, sound 
business principles, and an enlightened 
impaitiality been more urgently needed. 
It is an old saying that in every public 
crisis a man to fit the needs of the hour 
can always be found, and it has proven 
true in this case. It is hardly necessary 
to enlarge upon the compliment conveyed 
by such a petition and while Mayor Hib- 
bard is fully sensible of it, we are Borry 
to say that there is no probability of his 
reconsidering his decision to retire at the 
end of the present year. He is repotted 
as sayiog that he feels he has done all 
that could reasonably be asked of him aud 
that he does not feel equal to undergoing 
•the strain for auother year. The people 
xvill be disapointed, but they will now 
have to look about for a successor wbo 
is the equal of Mayor Hibbard in char- 
acter aud business ability, aud the task 
will not be an easy oue. 

In regard to the rumor that Mayor 
Hibbard refuses to run again because of 
any promise to or understanding with 
Alderman Harbach that he would “ get 
■out” in his favor after two years, we 
have the best authority for saying that 
it is destitute of any foundation what- 
ever. Mr. Hibbard owed nothing to 
Alderman il at bach or his friends, on his 
ft rst or second election and he is not a 
man to make bargains or deals, as many 
people kuow to their sorrow. Further- 
more he is Dot working to Becure the 
nomination of Alderman Harbach or any 
other man as his successor. lie does 
not believe that it is fitting for a Mayor 
to interfere in such a matter, and all his 
interest is in having some liberal minded, 
progressive aud independent man chosen, 
who will work to advauce the interests 
of the city, and carry out the undertak- 
ings already beguu in accordance with 
tniBiness principles. 


ALD M’N CHURCHILL WITHDRAWS.

Kiudlv permit me to state through 
your columns, that increasing business 
cares as well as those of private interests, 
will not warrant my being a candidate 
for re-election to the board of aldermen 
for another year.

As the time is limited it is hoped that 
the societies will act on the matter 
promptly aud send woid to Alderman 
Hyde of their action,in accordance with a 
notice in another column. 

Nowton ought to take some notice of 
this anniversary, in a public manner, 
and this seems the most fitting way and 
also the one in which the largest number 
of citizens can join. 

• It is proposed to have the parade start 
from Newtonville square, Friday after- 
noon next, and march down Washington 
street to Centre street, up Centro to 
Beacon, and through Beacon street and 
Lake avenue to Newton Highlands. Ar- 
rangements have already been perfected 
to make the parade representative of the 
city, and it is hoped that residents along 
the line of march will do their part to- 
wards celebrating the day by decorating 
their houses with flags and bunting, or 
any other way that their taste and in- 
clination may dictate. Every city in the 
country will do something and Newton 
ought not to fall behind. 

There is a full week iu which to make 
preparations, which wili give plenty of 
time to do all that is necessary, and it is 
hoped there will be a cordial and gener- 
ous response to the invitation of the com- 
mittee. With all the uniformed societies 
in Newton a creditable* showing can be 
made if each society is willing to take 
the troable, and in this case it is simply 
a patriotic duty. 


The Republican rally Monday night 
was very successful in the point of mem- 
bers and enthusiasm, Eliot hall being 
filled, and the audience applauding 
liberally. Mr.Roger Wolcott made a very 
favorable iinpiession, both by his man- 
ner and by the matter of his discourse. 
His six feet of stature gives him an 
advantage, and he has the bearing of a 
finished geutlemau. His voice is un- 
usually pleasaut and well fits him for a 
public speaker. He will evidently make 
a good impression during the campaigu, 
as the people are already disposed to 
like him, knowiug from his previous 
record that he is a man of character as 
well as a candidate for office. Gen. 
Draper labored under some disadvantage 
coming after such a finished representa- 
tive of Massachusetts culture and train- 
ing, but as he himself says he is a busi- 
ness man and not an orator. lie has 
beeu very successful iu business and bis 
speech was maiuly devoted to the tariff, 
considered from the point of view of the 
manufacturer, of which he is well quali- 
fied to speak. 


The present campaigu is not without 
its humorous features, in spite of the 
apathy which has prevailed. One of the 
funniest things is the alleged letter from 
“A Young Lady of Boston” to Gov. 
McKiuley, which the staid and dignified 
Advertiser published. In the letter the 
young lady rather gushingly described 
how she road Gov. McKinley’s Boston 
speech to“a poor man who could notread’* 
aud his eyes filled with tears aud he 
promised at ouce to vote for Harrison 
and Haile, and to influence other poor 
men iu his condition to do the same. It 
is a very touching story aud the Boston 
Post is cruel to ask how long since men 
who could not read were permitted to 
vote in Massachusetts. Evidently the 
Advertiser and Gov. McKiuley have beeu 
imposed upon by some wicked Democrat 
who posed as a guileless ‘‘Young lady of 
Boston.” The intelligent voter can find 
plenty to amuse and iustruct him iu this 
campaigu if he only keeps his thinkiug 
cap on, and takes the campaigu sensa- 
tions of both sides with the proper 
amount of salt.

A HALLY. 

The Newton Democrats held an enthusi- 
astic rnlly In Eliot Hall, Thursday night, 
tlie numbers present equalling those at tlie 
Republican one a few nights before. Many 
ladles were present and a band furnished 
music. The npplnuse was frequent and 
hearty, especially on any mention of Cleve- 
land or Russell. 

The president of tlie club presented Mr. 
E. B. Haskell as tlie presiding officer of tlie 
meeting, and a long list of vice-presidents 
was read, among them Francis A. Dewsnn, 

E. A. Whlston, D. C. Heath, P. C. Brldg 
ham, Thos. Emerson. E. W. Sampson, W. 

F. Chapmnn, Dr. C. H. Burr, Judge Chas' 
Reed, J. R. Smith, W. J. Fdlett, W. F. 
Hammett, Samuel Shaw, Rev. J. N. Gil- 
man, S. W. Davis, G, B. Jones, C. B. Lan- 
caster, II. W. Wellington, P. A. Murray. 

Mr. Haskell made a brief address, saying 
that he found no fault with those who al- 
ways voted with the party ticket. That 
course had its advantages, he said. But 
some citizens, and tlie number is increas- 
ing, preferred, under tlie circumstances, to 
preserve their political independence, and 
to consider things rather than names — 
policies rattier than parties. He spoke 
from their point of view. 

Of the questions before the country, con- 
tinued Mr. Haskell, there are the tariff, the 
currency and Hie civil service. Of these 
the currency wa- of the most vital mater- 
ial interest. It would be preferable to let 
tariff reform wait, rather than to vote for 
a new risk to the currency. But happily it 
was not necessary to choose between them 
in this campaign. We can vote for tariff 
reform and honest uiouey at the same time 
by voting for Cleveland for President and 
Williams for Congress. That left the tariff 
and the civil service to consider. It is not 
the material burden of the tariff, unwise 
as it is, which calls upon us. There is an- 
other consideration, a moral one. The 
tariff and the spoils system, worked to- 
gether, are tiie chief dangers which menace 
free institutions. By means of them tlie 
party in power purchased votes, by its 
legislation on one hand and by its appoint- 
ments on the other, to keep itself in power. 
All that w’as needed to make the chain 
complete was a force bill to control 
tho elections by federal machinery. I can- 
not vofce for candidates pledged to such a 
program. 

Hon. Leverett Saltonstall was also re- 
ceived with an ovation and said that for 
eight years he had maintained silence upon 
politics, for four years because lie held a 
government office and the next four be- 
cause of a long illness. The great questions 
he considered were the tariff, civil service 
reform and the currency. The McKinley 
bill was framed Iu the interest of eager 
monopolists who flooked to Washington to 
get tiieir ideas in tlie bill, and to enter into 
partnership with the government. The 
speaker went on to describe the evils that 
have followed, and then discussed the 
violation of civil service reform principles, 
and the cheap swaggering foreign policy of 
the present administration. Ills mention 
of Governor Russell was the signal for an 
enthusiastic outbreak from the audience. 

Hon. W. D. Foulkeof Indiana then gave 
an address, touching upon the selfish de- 
mands of manufacturers as carried out in 
the McKinley bill, and then telling why 
civil service reformers who had supported 
President Harrison four years ago feel com- 
pelled to oppose his reelectiou’

Does Lightning Sour the MllkT. 

It is a Well known fact that mHk is 
especially apt to sour during tli<> preva- 
lence of a thunderstorm, and from this 
It has been surmised that the electric 
discharge liold some mysterious sway 
over the lacteal fluid. An Italian ex- 
perimenter, one Professor G. Tolomei, 
has been making trials of various sorts, 
the object being to throw some light on 
electric influence over milk molecules. 
In his first experience he passed an elec- 
tric discharge from a Holtz machine be- 
tween two balls of platinum banging 
two inches *part in n Iwittle containing 
r quart of i*>sh milk; secondly, by send- 
ing a current between two strips of 
platinum at the bottom of a V tube 
filled with the same fluid; thirdly, by 
subjecting milk in a test tube to tho ac- 
tion of a strong battery current through 
a silk covered copper wire wound spi- 
rally around the tube. 

In each one of these experiments, 
which were as thorough as any lover of 
science could wish, it was proved that 
acidulation of the milk was delayed in- 
stead of hastened, as had been expected. 
Three equal portions of milk from the 
same milking thus treated began to 
grow acid on tho seventh, the ninth and 
the sixth days, respectively, while other 
portions of it which had not been treated 
with electricity was rankly acid on the 
evening of tho third day. Having thus 
disproved the popular theory of lightning 
being the direct cause of the acidifica- 
tion of milk. Professor Tolomei tried 
ozone and found therein the mystic 
agent of milk souring. In his second 
trial of ozone he brought the surface of 
a quantity of milk close to the two balls 
of the machine used, and the fluid al- 
most instantly became acid in conse- 
quence. 

Here at last a mystery that has puz- 
zled professors and peasants alike lias 
been made plain. — St. Louis Republic. 

Shoen for tho Deutl. 

Among Chicago’s industries is a fac- 
tory where the manufacture of shoes for 
corpses is carried on exclusively. 

Out of five neat black boxes a repre- 
sentative of the firm yesterday took as 
many different sizes. These were adults’ 
and children’s shoes. The material cor- 
responds with tho purpose of their use. 
The shoes are certainly nice to took at. 
Tho soles are cut out of pasteboard and 
are covered with grained paper. The 
uppers are a combination of quilted 
satin and crochet work. A ribbon, in- 
serted at the top and tied in a neat bow- 
knot, holds the shoe to the foot. 

“Men’s shoes are always black,” it 
was said. “Occasionally we turn out a 
lot of brown ones. We have had special 
orders for men’s white shoes, but only 
in a few instances. Shoes for women 
and children are always white. They 
are not expensive; five to fifteen dollars 
will purchase a dozen pairs.” 

The burial shoe is a patented article. 
It was designed by a Joliet (Ills.) woman 
milliner, who now enjoys the profits of 
her idea. The Chicago company has 
been in existence for nearly a decade, 
and is catering to an ever increasing de^ 
maud. The firm employs a traveling 
man, who covers all the territory be^ 
tween Maine and California. It takes 
ten girls and several machines to keep 
up with his orders. The average month- 
ly output is 15,000 pairs during the dull 
season. It is increased to 25,000 during 
a busy period. — Chicago Tribune. 


The Hold Cure Is Very Old. 

The precious metal has been employed 
both externally and internally, in the 
metallic state, in solution and by sym- 
pathy, for a great variety of the ills that 
flesh is heir to, for over 2,000 years. The 
train of thought which led the ancient 
to employ this highly prized material 
can be well told in the quaint language 
of the distinguished Dutch physician and 
chemist, Hermann Boerhaave; writing 
about 1725, lie says: “The alchemists 
will have this metal contain I know not 
what radical balm of life capable of re 
storing health and continuing it to the 
longest period. 

“What led the early physicians to 
imagine such wonderful virtue in gold 
was that they perceived certain qualities 
therein which they fancied must be 
conveyed thereby iuto the body; gold, 
for instance, is not capable of being de- 
stroyed; hence they concluded it must 
he very proper to preserve animal sub- 
stances and save them from putrefac- 
tion, which is a method of reasoning 
very much like that of some fanciful 
physicians who sought for an assuaging 
remedy in the blood of an ass’ ear by 
reason the ass is a very calm beast!” — 
Professor II. Carrington Bolton in Pop- 
ular Science Monthly. 
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A Laughable Superstition. 

“A curious illustration of the value of 
superstitions,” suid Mr. Kunz, the dia- 
mond expert for Tiffany & Co., “was 
afforded tho other day by a lady who 
brought a set of opals here for the pur- 
pose of selling them. She felt obliged 
to part with them ou account of u series 
of misfortunes in her family which she 
feared were attributable to the gems, 
so notoriously unlucky. On examining 
them I found that they were merely im- 
itations. A few weeks ago I lmd in my 
possession three eeashelis which had 
been transformed iuto opal. Their orig- 
inal limy material had been dissolved 
out of the rock by which they were in- 
closed, und the precious substance was 
deposited by water in place of the lime, 
retaining the form of the shells. A 
graduate of Harvard college bought the 
curiosity und presented it to thut insti- 
tution.”— New York Sun.

Both branches of the city council mot 
Monday night. In the hoard of alder- 
men all the members were present and 
Mayor Hibbard preRidod. The minutes 
of the last meeting were road and ap- 
proved. 

Geo. II. Osborn was grantod an honor- 
able discharge from No. 7 hose and 
Stephen Morgan was appointed his suc- 
cessor. 

The warrant for the comine election 
was read and ordered published. 

The report of the city almoner for the 
last quarter was presented $2,887.27 was 
expended, leaving a balance of $2,575.68 
on hand. 

A report of tho patieuts cared for since 
Jan. 1, at the Cottage Hospital was pre- 
sented and filed. 

Several remonstrances against sewer 
assessments were received and referred 
to tho sewer committee. 

Mr. Otis Pettee set a communication 
regarding the deed from the town of 
Newton to Willard Marcy of the old 
schoolliouse ‘property, dated .lan. 11, 
1855. An effort was made to perfect 
the title in 1888, but two of the bound- 
aries read repoatively 71) instead of 175 
feet and 170 instead of 175 feet, as in the 
original deed. The laud had been sold 
to Mr. Haggerty and he wished the city 
to correct the deed. Referred to the 
city solicitor. 

The school committee invited the city 
council to be present at the Drill Hall at 
11a. m on Friday, for the exercises in 
honor of Discovery Day, and Chas. Ward 
Post invited them to lunch in the Post 
Hall at 1 p. ro. Both invitations were 
accepted. 

Mrs. Mary Lang sent in a remon- 
strance against sewer assessments on 
Cabot street. 

Tho committee on resolutions appointed 
at tho Langford meeting asked t hat some 
eveuing be designated ou which they 
could appear and present the resolutions 
and such reasons iu support of them as 
they thought possible. 

Mayor Hibbard said it would be better 
to mako it a public meeting. 

Alderman Hyde suggested that all 
parties, both those who favored the mov- 
ing of the tracks and those who opposed 
it be invited to appear, and Wednesday 
evening, Oat. 26, in the upper hall, was 
appointed. 

Alderman Churchill read a remon- 
strance against any removal of the rail- 
road tracks, on the ground that it 
would unsettle values, aud signed by E. 
W. Redpath aud some fifty others, from 
Newtonville. The remonstrants were 
granted a hearing ou Oct. 16th, the 
same date as those in favor of the 
change.

Property owners on Edinboro and 
Watertown streets objected to having 
pipes stored on the city lot at tho corner 
of thoso streets, and also to the widening 
of Edinboro street unless it was of uni- 
form width. 

The rates of fare for hackney carriages 
were reported and established as 25 cents 
for each passenger for any distance with- 
in 3-4tbs of a mile from any station, be- 
tween 7 a. m. and 0 p. m. and 25 cents for 
every half mile additional, aud 50 conts 
between 0 p. m. and 7 a. m. Also $1.50 
per hour for depot carriages and $2.00 
per hour for landaus for the first two 
hours, and $1.50 for each additional 
hour thereafter. It was recommended 
that owuers of carriages have cards 
printed with rates thereon and put up iu 
their carriages and also small maps show- 
ing distances. These are maxiraun 
prices and there is no rule against charg- 
ing less than those prices. 

The Telephone Co. were given leave to 
withdraw for poles on Highland and 
Temple streets. 

On motiou of Alderman Hyde flags 
were ordered displayed and bells runt as 
usual on holidays, and the City Hall 
closed ou Discovery day. 

T. G. Woodman was granted license 
for billiard and pool table.

L. Mayo’s petition for private stable on 
Berkeley street came up.

Phalen of Brattleboro. Vt., Rev. A. C. 
Nickel son of Exeter, N. II. 

Rev. Dr. Horatio Stebbins of San Frau- 
cisco delivered the opeuiug sermon, 
speaking upon “Certain Parallels Be- 
tween Zoroastrianism and Christianity.’’ 
He said the more knowledge imparted 
and derived of nature, the finer tho con- 
ception ot the supernatural, and the 
more knowledge of mau, the clearer tho 
knowledge of God. The conflict of 
religion with kuowledge, iu minds that 
cannot appreciate the knowledge, is the 
centre of disturbance in our times. 
Jesus saw that the conflict between ex- 
perience aud new kuowledge was inevit- 
able before this bursting forth of the 
full truth. The Son of Mau kuows the 
difference between science aud religion. 
The former coucerus causes, and the 
latter methods. The great pinch comes 
in teaching men the divine order iu the 
development of truth. 

Mau has been alert for a thousand 
years and has just begun to understand the 
power of the world. The reasou is that 
truth presents itself only as his mind is 
prepared to receive it. The people of 
the primeval time had no use for the 
eight day clock, aud the muguetic tele- 
graph would have only served to have 
increased Job’s discomfiture. The minis- 
ter is tho type of the race. The progress 
aud development of roligiou is concur- 
rent with the Son of Mau iu this day. 
The fault is not in truth but iu mau, aud 
happy is the man who has no conflict 
with the past. The lively discussions 
concerning beliefs and creeds ure after 
all little more thau a comparison of 
errors. The attempt to reduce religion 
to the poiut of scientific exactness must 
always fail. 

The exerciser of tho session Tuesday 
begun at 10.30 o’clock. The speakers 
were Prof. A. V. W. Jackson of Colum- 
bia College aud Prof. J. P. Peters, D. D. 

Prof. A. V. W. Jackson of Columbia 
College presented the opening paper, 
Tuesday morning, speaking of character- 
istics of the Persian religiou. lie de- 
scribed the idea that the Persians enter- 
tain couceruiug the future world, uud 
their belief that iu the hereafter they 
will meet iu a vast assembly hull, where 
the cloaks will fall from the shoulder of 
the wicked, aud the good will staud re- 


vealed through tho power and discerning 
attributes of the Father of men. Every 
ovildoor will bo depicted ns the black 
sheep in the flock. 

To renoh the full glory of the future 
state, the speakor said, tho boll f was 
that thoro wero stages of development 
toward purity, culminating finally In tho 
ideal heavenly state, to which the Per- 
sians allude as a condition where one 
will appear to be walking through warm 
milk. After Prof. Jackson's paper, Prof. 
G. P. Peters, D. D., spoke at length on 
the higher criticism on tho psalms. 

HOW A CITY SHOULD TAKE CARE OF ITS 
POOR. 

Tho sesslou of the Ministers' Institute, 
Tuesday evening, was largely attended. 
Tho exercises opened with singing by a 
double quartet, folio wod by prayer by 
Rev. Francis B. Hornbrooke. 

Prof. Francis G. Poabody, D. D., of 
Harvard University, was then introduced, 
and delivered a very interesting paper, 
his topic being, “How ought a City to 
Take Caro of Its Poor?’’ 

Ho commenced by saying that in 
American cities thoro was no olonr princi- 
ple of reliof for tho poor. Tho municipal 
system, ho added, is not in voguo iu this 
country. 

Americans, like tho English, distrust 
the methods of outdoor relief, and the 
poorhouse test is applied to defeud tho 
community from the pauper. 

Iu some American cities, continued 
Dr. Poabody. the plan of tho Associated 
Charities has been introduced, with some 
measure of success. 

Tho German system of relief for tho 
poor, I think, is the most consistent with 
riglit-mindod citizenship and Christi- 
anity. 

How does a German city deal with its 
poor? For example, I will take the city 
of Dresden in Saxony. The population 
of Dresden in I860 was 276,000. The 
Elberfeldt system went into effect there 
iu 1880. It provides for the relief of tho 
poor through tho administration of a 
single salaried official who has a seat in 
the boaid of aldermen. This superin- 
tendent of poor relief is a trained export. 
He is assisted by a committee of fifteen, 
made up of members of the city counoil 
aud citizens, and the committee thus dis- 
posed is similar to our board of over- 
seers of the poor, but differing from it 
in haviug the expert at tho head iustoad 
of at the foot. 

Under tho direction of the committee 
comes the enrollment of friendly visitors, 
made familiar to us in the plan of the 
Associated Charities. 

The visitors iu Germany are, however, 
men, the services of women not being 
utilized as in this country. 

The cases under the Elberfeldt system 
are assigned by the districting of the 
town, and new visitors are only enrolled 
when it becomes necessury to sub-divide 
tbe districts, owing to increase in the 
number of cases requiring relief. 

This division by space or districts is 
tbe only thorough system by which a 
city or town may make a certain person 
responsible for tbe cases in one section. 

The German system is compulsory, and 
calls tho most competent persons in each 
city and town into its service. 

The selections of those who compose 
the visitiug committee are made with 
great care, and the persons selected are 
initiated into office with various degrees 
of honor. 

It is essential that each visitor combine 
humanity with firmness and the interests 
of the poor with tbe interests of the town 
or city he represents. 

It is interesting to note that the system 
has provided cheap fares for poor chil- 
dren, recreation places and other legisla- 
tion in the interests of the poor classes. 

In connection with it, it is the custom 
to provide homes for orphans. It is 
done systematically, thoroughly, muni- 
cipally. There are some poor houses 
that may possess somewhat of the 
features of home aud home influences, 
but generally speaking there is no life so 
pernicious, especially for girls, as life in 
an institution. 

The system provides a place for tbo 
work of private charities. Among the 
private societies in Dresden is one which 
gives temporary help to the poor. 
Another deals with the chrouic poor. 

A society for the relief of beggary dis- 
patches reports to the city or town poor 
bureau, where the records of all cases are 
kept and where information of the 
character of applicants for aid is always 
available. 

The society for the relief of beggary 
sflnds the statement of the applicant to 
the bureau, where it is investigated, the 
volunteer visitor in the district, if 
necessary, visiting the home of the 
applicant to investigate the report. 

This system of relief of the poor in 
German cities and towns does not menu 
the abolition of poverty, but it prevents 
the possibility of an unknown case of 
privation even in a city like Dresden. 

Tbe faults of the system are the faults 
of human nature. Some men are too 
kind to be discreet, some too cold 'and 
hard to be just. 

The chief va’ue of the Elberfeldt sys- 
tem is in educating the people iu caring 
for the poor. 

Is the German system applicable to 
American cities? Perhaps not, in tho 
case of a city dominated by a tiug where 
appointments of visitors may be iu- 
fluenced by political considerations. 

It would uot be applicable in a city 
where there was a manifest lack of 
public spirit. It has been said of tbe 
Gerniau system that what there was good 
iu it was due to good citizenship. 

In this country the A»sociated Chari- 
ties wait for volunteer visitors. Why not 
district the city or town aud assign the 
blocks and spaces to those deemed most 
competent for the work? 

Few good citizens, 1 think, would re- 
fuse to do the specific work of lookiug 
out for, say, five or six families in a sec- 
tion assigned to their care. 

Compulsory municipal service might 
be successfully applied in many Ameri- 
can cities and towns. There are two 
things, certainly, that judicious charity 
cau accomplish— the education of the 
prosperous to tho responsibility of 
citizenship, aud the prevention of the 
existence of uukuowu cases of need. 

The town under such a system would 
be free from the abuses of institutions, 
its thrifty poor would be happy and con- 
| tented, aud the tinderscrving poor would 
seek some other place of residence. 

The citizens of such u town who en- 
rolled themselves in the work of caring 
for the poor would be doing what 
thousands of German citizens are doing 
every day iu their own couutry.

OF NEW HAVEN, ON PROTECTION, AS AP- 
PLIED TO METALS AND HARDWARE. 

After an active experience of about flvo 
yearn in the manufacture of hardware, 
and very soon after tbo beginning of the 
late war, I built quite a largo manu- 
facturing oRtabliahinont in Now Haven. 
After the war was over I had time to 
think of the possible future of the busi- 
ness. I asked myself. What if tbe 
people of this country should get tired 
of allowing manufacturers a protection 
of from thirty-ilvo to one hundred per 
cent, and should stop doing so? What 
then would our great factories and ma- 
chinery be worth? But as I had been 
taught, and accepted as true, the doctrine 
that all the people would sink to ntter 
ruin and starvation if there should be 
any considerable approach toward free 
trade, I concluded that Congress, the 
representative of tbe people, wonid do 
nothing to sink the people, and in any 
event, as we wero all in the same boat, 
we should sink or float together. Still, 
the more I thought upon the subject, 
the more I could not see why the people 
should be much interested in paying us 
manufacturers from thirty -five to one 
hundred per cent, more for goods made 
by us, than the foreign price; especially 
as the great West aud South could pay 
in exports of produce of their owu rais- 
ing. The more I thought and the more 
I studied the New York Tribune, the 
more 1 saw danger ahead, if I should he 
compelled to compete with what the 
Tribune calls “the free trade pauper 
labor of Europe/’ I knew that free 
trade England was our severest com- 
petitor; hut I also knew that we got but 
very little emigration from the manu- 
facturing districts of England, compared 
with that of tbe manufacturing districts 
of high tariff Germany. That looked as 
though the “pauperism” was in the high 
tariff couutrv, rather than in tbe free 
trade country. As I looked into tbe 
matter I could not make the Tribune’s 
high tariff doctrines tally with what 1 
knew to be facts. 

VICTIMS OF A METAL OLIGARCHY. 

The necessities of business seemed to 
require an unusual increase in our fac- 
tory buildings and machinery, but before 
enlarging I concluded to investigate in 
Europo for myself. I spent four mouths 
of each of the years 1873 and 1875 in 
Europe, and looked up the proactive 
theory with my own eyes, in the light of 
my own experience and observation as a 
merchant, and especially as a manu- 
facturer. I became thoroughly con- 
vinced that, instead of having been so 
many years a genteel and aiistocratic 
pauper, living and prospering upon the 
charities of the people, I really had been 
one of the deluded and oppressed victims 
of the Pennsylvania, Ohio and Lake 
Superior coal and metal oligarchy, who, 
in order to pile up illegitimate wealth, 
had so managed Congress as to acquire, 
through high tariffs, substantially a 
monopoly of supplying us with coal and 
metals, aud at a price very largely in ex- 
cess of the prices paid by our foreign 
competitors. But in order to increase 
the demand for their coals aud metals 
• at the prices they fix, they also, by tariff 
protection, try to shut out all hardware 
not made from their metals; not that 
they care anything for our (the manu- 
facturers) good, only so far as wo can be 
used to enrich them. I saw why this 
great monopoly, aided by the wool 
growers, always stands ready to thiow 
the vote of the half-enslaved working- 
men under their control against tariff 
reform. They rob us manufacturers at 
wholesale, and allow us to rob the people 
at retail. They take over sixty per cent 
on pig iron from us fotiudryineu, and 
allow us to rot> the buyers of our hard- 
ware of from twenty-five to forty-live per 
ceut. whenever we cau combine to keep 
up prices, so that they fool tolerably 
secure in their monopoly of supplyiug 
the metal in nearly all the hardware 
used iu this country. 1 found that our 
wooleu goods mauufuctuiers sustain 
about tliu same relations with the wool 
growers that the metal goods manufac- 
turers do with the prodin era of metals. 
The wool groans mo llie maiiuluctums 
of woolen goody, ami penult the woolen 
goods manufacturers to mu tiio people. 
I. continue to take (he New Y.uk 
Tribune, paitly lor i s many good 
qualities as a family newspaper, and 
partly to coutlnuu to sen uoat p*epo»- 
terous nonsense, in deli nso of .«(Lei,- 
soated, hoary-headed and sellLii old 
fallacy, people who will not think lor 
themselves cau be inadu to accept and be- 
lieve. 

The iron rolling mill nsso i Lion limit 
the price below winch no memoer snail 
sell wrought iron in the condition in 
which it comes from the trills. But toe 
roiling mill ownns can work up their 
own product into manufactured goods 
and be able to undersell manolaci urers 
who are not iron mukeis. per cent, 

on the whole inauulscturu ot a certain 
article of wrought iron goods ui huge 
sale ami univ< is..| use is paid in curtaiu 
iron rolling mills of 1‘eunsylvani.i month- 
ly in cash to keep them out of the luanu- 
factum of the arucii . They could afford 
to soil the manufactured goods at a less 
price per pound than that at which the 
iron associations, backed by the United 
States government, allow us to buy tbe 
iron. I alluded to this particular ease 
because 1 am oue of the small manu- 
facturers of the goods who nay that 
“blood money,” but as we all put ten 
per cent, extra upon our prioo to the 
jieople, wo manufacturers cau stand this 
‘protection” if the people insist. Free 
trade would not only enable the rolling 
mills to do a steady and fairly profitable 
business for home cousumptiou and for 
export, hut would be a check to syndi- 
cates and monopolies iu their uttempts 
to limit production aud tyrauically keep 

1 nices unnaturally and unnecessarily 
»igh. 

CURIOSITIES OF THE LEAD DUTIES. 
Foreign lead pays a duty of two ceuts 
per pound. Foreign lead of the best 
quality can be laid dowu iu the Atlautio 
ports for oue uud a half ceuts per pound, 
duty uot paid. The duty is two ceuts 
per pound, or more than one hundred 
per cent. This high duty was put upou 
lead to enrich the bonanza silver miners, 
lead beiug the residum of the smelting 
of silver ores. The botiauza Cicusuaes 
are not satisfied with the government 
taking their silver off their bauds at

nbove the matket prkes of the world, to 
stack it up as fast ns it can be mined nnd 
rmelted, in needlera coin worth eighty- 
four cents to tbo dollar; but the govern- 
ment must do moro for them, they must 
have two cent* per pound pi election on 
their lead, and so every man in the coun- 
try who paints his house or fence pays 
two cents extra per pound for his paint, 
that bonanza silver miners may display 
and riot in great wealth. Every piece of 
lead pipe or sheet load we are charged 
for by the poor plumber, every bullet or 
shot used by the hunter, pays two cents 
per pound to the bonanzas. 

THE MAIN-STAYS OF MONOPOLY. 

Thoso that cling to and are the main- 
stays of tno system are: First, tho 
owners of mines, who got. a royalty on 
the product taken out. TIioro property 
owners are not obliged to be at tho ex- 
pense of a mining or manufacturing 
plant, or at a loss iu consequence of wear 
of machinery by use or waste by idle- 
ness. They are the nobility of the land, 
and receive their royalties for the right 
to dig iron and other mineral ores and 
coal— oftentimc4 more titan its price iu 
foreign lands mined aud delivered at the 
vessel’s side. They have their associa- 
tions and combinations, by which to 
limit the product and keep up the price, 
and tho United States government pro- 
tects them in it. Protection enriches 
them. They are the bottom combina- 
tion in coal, metnls nnd metal goods. 
“They sov not, neither do they spin.” 

The next step upward is the combina- 
tion of miners and smelters and furnace 
men, including most of the railroads of 
Pennsylvania nnd New .Jersey, arbitrarily 
limiting the product, and thereby fixing 
prices. Woo be to the rash private coal 
minor who dares to mine aud attempts 
to ship to markot a greater amount thnn 
his allotment, or undersell the combina- 
tion price. His coal will no longer be 
cnrried to matket till penalty is paid, 
and new promises mado for his future 
good behavior. We have the Western 
Pig Iron Association and the Eastern 
Pig Iron Association, and for many 
years havo had the Ingot Copper As- 
sociation and Syndicate, happily now 
apparent corpses, but probably to be 
resurrected as soon as a good demand 
for copper appears. We also have the 
Western Iron Rolling Mill Association 
and the Eastern Iron KolliDg Mill As- 
sociation atni the American Iron and 
Strecl Association, all banded together 
for the same purposes, to regulate Con- 
gress, limit supply and keep up prices. 
The Western Association controls tho 
country west of the Allegheny Mountains, 
and the Eastern Association controls tho 
country east of those mountains. Tho 
American Iron and Steel Association 
spreads its beneyoieuce all over the 
United States. 


Congressman Williams.

PROTECTION AND RECIPROCITY. 


A REPLY TO WM. LLOYD GARRISON DY 
ALBERT CLARK. 

To the Editor of tho Newton Graphic: 

Ir von will kindly allow space f would 
liko to reply to Mr. Wm. Lloyd Gar- 
rison’s article on “Republican Reci- 
procity” iu the Graphic of Oct. 4. 

He says protection “means the restric- 
tion of international trade,” and in sny- 
ing this ho ignores a cardinal principle 
of protection, which is to promoto all 
non-competitive trade. 

He says the reciprocity which wo now 
enjoy “was not dreampt of by tho framer 
of tho McKinley hill.” Thero were a 
good many framers of that hill, but if he 
refers to Mr. McKinley, lot me show liis 
mistake. The Republican platform of 
1888, in its tariff plank drawn by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, declared for “such revision of 
the tariff laws or will tend to check im- 
ports of such articles as are produced by 
our people, the production of which 
gives employment to our labor, and re- 
lease from import duties those articles 
of foreign production except luxuries) 
tho like of which cannot bo produced at 
home.” 

Now this is the cssentinl principle of 
protection. It protects both production | 
and consumption. It is the foundation 
for the treaties that have been built up- 
on it. It says to Brazil: “You produce 
coffee and we do not. We produce flour, 
machinery and many other articles that 
yon do not. We desire your specialties 
and you desire outs. Let us exchange 
on fair terms. We will admit your 
goods free of duty if you will admit ours 
free.” 

Hero was a proposition which offered 
mutual advantage and no disadvantage. 
It is fair trade. Behold how different it 
is from free trade. Free trade makes no 
discrimination between goods. It gives 
thoso which wo do not need equal access 
to our market with those which* wo need. 
Jf a yard of cotton cau be produced in 
China on machinery precisely liko that 
at Fall River, which is speeded just as 
high and run from daylight until dark 
seven days in the week, by patieuf, in- 
genious toilers who are glad to accept 
ten or fifteen cents a day, and which 
cotton cloth it would cost less than four 
mills a yard to transport to New York, 
free trade would admit that cloth with- 
out hindrance, even though it would 
close every mill in Fall River, nay in the 
United States, or bring down the wages 
and conditions of Americau labor to the 
Chinese level. 

But fair trade, on the contrary, would 
say to Chinn, “We will admit your tea 
free of duty, because we do not grow tea 
but desire it; we caunot, however, admit 
your cottons until you will first pay into 
the treasury of the United States a sum 
equal to the money that you save by not 
paying for labor what we pay here.” 
Was there ever a more reasonable prop- 
osition? 

Such a policy is not calculated to re- 
strict any kind of trade between nations 
that is desirable; it promotes such trade 
and every one can now see that under 
tho operations e f the McKiuley tariff, our 
exports and imports are both larger than 
before. There has been a falling off in 
the imports of competiug good*, or, iu 
caseB where thero has not, the foreign 
export prices havo been reduced by the 
amount of tbo duties. In such cas >s the 
duty is not a tax upon the American 
consumer eveu though he buys the 
foreign article. There has also been a 
revival of productive industry in nearly 
all lines in this couutrv, and ou so large 
a scale that domestic competition keeps 
down the price, so here again the duty 
fails to be a tax. Tho advantage to the 
country is that wo produce the goods we 
consume, employ domestic labor instead 
of foreign labor, keep our money at 
home instead of sending it abroad, and 
thus make a market for our farm pro- 
ducts more tltau twenty times greater 
than if the same quantities of goods 
wero manufactured for us iu foreigu 
lauds. 

Mr. Garrison says tho “privileged 
classes favored monopolies aud corrupt 
spoilsmen.” What endearing terms our 
friends use, are now lauding protection 
by reason of the “removal of the sugar 
duties, the long free list aud the lower 
prices of goods.” Well, why not? Pro- 
tectiouists lauded the new tariff for pre- 
cisely these reasons two years ago, but 
Mr. Garrison and his friends denied the 
facts and probabilities, aud swept the 
country by a three weeks’ campaign of , 
unexampled prevarication. To-day, ’ 
happily for us, tho facts can no longer 
be denied. What we said would happen : 
is transpiring every day, and all that is | 
left to tiio oppordle school is to attempt 
•i luriUtT deci ptioi /houg;ti perhaps they ! 
are sincere in Luis, i.yo tiling every uboli- 
lion or reduction ot duty *\i tree trade i 
feature.” iluie again ttiey display per- j 
sistei.l blindness to tho distinction be- j 
tween a tree trade tariff and a protec- i 
lion tariff. It is just as much the policy 
of protection to take off duties us it is to 
pur them on, the principle being to dis- 
criminate between what we can and i 
what we cannot produce iu adequate | 
quantities, aud the object beiug to beue- 
tit botli production aud consumption. 

But Mr. Garrison says “tiio thing* we 
want aud must havo nru in Fnglaud, I 
Canada, Gerutauy and Franco, much I 
more than iu South American Republics 
aud dependencies.” it would ho inter- j 
estiug to have hint name them. If ho can 1 
name any kind that wo caunot produce j 
iu commercial quantities, 1 will ugreo . 
that wo should admit it free of duty. But 
if lie names the produots of fields, mines 
aud hills which our own people can sup- 
ply iu abuudauoe, 1 should say we ought I 
not to give people who are uot of us, who 
pay iiotio ot our local taxes, who owe un 
allegiance to our Hag, aud who have iu 
lerests that are always alien uud often 
hostile to ours, au equal chance with 
our own people in our owu market, or 
rather a better chauce, in so far as they 
have any advantage over us in the condi- 
tions of production. 

AU (lie leading uatious of the world i 
except Great Britaiu have become strong 
ly protective. What kiud of business 
management would it be for us to admit ; 
their goods to our markets, uot needing 
them, wheu they will uot admit ours to 
their markets? I sometimes illustrate 
free trade by tbo figure of two boy.N 
swapping similar jiukuives, iu which 
transaction there is small chauce for 
either to be benefited, aud both may be 
cheated; aud 1 liken protection uud re- 
ciprocity, or fair trade, to tho farmer ox 
chaugiug his wool w ith the luauufucturer 
for his cloth, iu which both are beuetitled 
uud neither is cheated, unless oue is 
given piotectiou and the other is uot, as 
some of Mr. Ganisou’s associates pro 
pose. But what shall be thought of the , 
proposition uow made to the American 
people to open their owu markets with 
out gaining others, aud to nsk, nay to; 
uvite, if uot the destruction of their in- 


dustries, at least a total revolution in 
methods and prices, which would instant- 
ly at rest the teeming prosperity of the 
country nnd throw every kind •>! business 
into confusion, doubt arid distress?

THE MAYORALTY. 


As was feared, Mayor Hibbard posi- 
tively refuses to accept a third Domina- 
tion for Mayor. His letter will be found 
in another column. The question now 
s, who will be selected as his successor. 
This is a matter of much more import- 
ance to Newton people than the Presi- 
dential election, even, as it has to do 
directly with the prosperity of the city. 
We need a practical business man, with 
enlightened views on city affairs, who 
will have a duo regard for economy, and 
oue who is able to take au impartial 
view of all questions that may come up. 
These are important considerations, aud 
they should bo considered before the 
voters yield to the personal ambition of 
any man who desires the honor of hold- 
ing the office. The name most pro- 
minently mentioned is that of ex-Alder- 
man Fenno, who is not a candidate, and 
there is doubt whether he would accept, 
but he would make au excellent suc- 
cessor to Mayor Hibbard. Oue great 
point in his favor is that as chairman of 
any important committee he did not ex- 
ceed the appropriation, aud yet more 
was accomplished by his committees 
than by others where appropriations were 
exceeded and a great display made over 
the work. Mr. Fenno is one of those 
quiet men who do uot make great 
splurges but who make every effort tell, 
and those who watched bis work as 
ebairmau of the highway committee 
were surprised at the amount accom- 
plished, when compared with former 
years. He would make a strong candi- 
date if he would accept. 


The candidates for representatives 
are now all nominated. The Republi- 
cans present Mr. Dwight Chester, who 
has already served two terms with great 
credit, and Mr. J. H. Estabrook of Ward 
One, who is well known from his service 
in the Common Council, where he was 
oue of the most valuable members, aud 
he would do equally well iu the legisla- 
ture. Both gentlemen will sustain the 
high character of Newton’s representa- 
tives. The Democrats have put up Mr. 
Samuel Shaw of Ward Five, one of the 
ablest of the Independent citizens who 
have made Newton famous as the home 
of the original Mugwump. His chances 
of election will depend on whether the 
other two candidates receive the full 
party vote. 


This councillor district has a normal 
Republican majority of 1500 but it is 
, hoped that Newton will practically give 
a nearly unanimous vote for Mr. J. R. 
Leeson, so as to make his election cer- 
tain. His opponent is Mr. Grimes of 
Somerville, who is making a vigorous 
canvass, and local pride is expected to 
give him a largo vote iu his own city. 
Newton should offset this as much as 
possible, and there are a great number o 
Democrats here who have already signi- 
fied their intention of votiug for Mr. Lee 
son. 


A GENEROUS GIFT. 


THE NEWTON COTTAGE HOSPITAL TO 
HAVE A HOME FOR NERSES. 

The friends of the Cottage Hospital will 
he rejoiced to hear that one of the most 
pressing needs of the Cottage Hospital Is 
soon to be filled by the erection of a Home 
for Nurses, two generous Newton citizens 
having pledged themselves to give the 
money necessary for a building that will 
be ample for years to come. 

The two gentlemen arc Mr. Lucius G. 
Pratt of West Newton and Mr. E. W. Con- 
verse of Newton, two of the trustees, and 
they have already engaged the architects 
and the location has been selected, apart 
from the Hospital but in front of the 
laundry and offices, on the Lower Falls 
side of the present buildings and fronting 
the main drive. 

The necessity for such a building has 
been often noted, and in his last annual 
report Mr. J. R. Leeson called attention to 
the two great advantages that would follow 
the erection of such a building. The 
training school has already done much 
good, the demand for nurses in Newton 
homes being much larger than can be sup- 
plied, and the Home will allow of the 
number being increased, so that In every 
home in Newton where sickness is liable 
to enter at any time, the services of a 
trained nurse can he secured. Such em- 
ployment also brings a revenue to the 
Hospital, as the money received has so far 
more than repaid the cost of maintaining 
the school. 

When Mr. Leeson was first chosen presl 
dent of the corporation the number of 
pupils was less than ten, but there are now 
twenty pupils, and the new building will 
furnish accommodations for double that 
number, with private room for each pupil, 
a hall for lectures, and for recreation, with 
probably apparatus for physical training, 
which is highly important. 

So far the pupil nurses have been crowd- 
ed into the upper story of the private 
ward, with no opportunity to get out of the 
Hospital atmosphere, or for that rest and 
recreation which their arduous duties de- 
mand. They were studying under difficul- 
ties, but they have made the best of it, and 
the results have been very encouraging in 
spite of the limited accommodations. 

At the last meeting of the executive 
hoard Mr. Pratt wns present, and said that 
he thought of giving such a building, and 
the physicians were called on to state just 
what was needed. It was at first thought 
that 85,000 or $6,000 would be all that was 
needed, but the physicians took very liberal 
views and said that the building should 
contain forty rooms at least. In order to 
answer the needs of the Hospital and the 
community for the years to come, and the 
plans grew until it was s»*en that the cost 
would he double the first estimates. Mr. 
Pratt thought over the matter and finally 
proposed to Mr. Converse that they should 
become partners in the good work, and 
put up such a building as was desired. 
The proposition was accepted in the same 
generous spirit in which it was made, and 
the pleasant announcement made to the 
trustees. 

The plans will be carefully studied and 
developed the coming winter and work will 
begin early in the spring.

GEORGE FRED WILLIAMS

in time of peace. In the McKinley bill we 
witness the deliberate payment hv the Repub- 
lican party of a political debt to the private 
tariff-fed interests which contributed to Re- 
publican success iu 1888.

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MONK ENCOURAGEMENT NEEDED. 


KKWTON ASSOCIATED CHARITIES HOLDS 
ITS ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Annual mocting of the Newton As- 
sociated Charities was held in the Chan- 
nine church Sunday evening. The an- 
nual report was read by the president, 
Rev. W. A. Lamb, who alluded to the 
general work and its value in rendering 
intelligent helpfulness to worthy objects 
of charity. The report is appended : 

KKV. MIL LAMP’S REPORT. 

The closing of another year in the 
history of our organization finds us on a 
terrace somewhat different from any of 
those of the past, and I think I may say 
in many respects a higher one. In the 

S ast we met and discussed avenues and 
elds of labor, while at this time wo 
arc enabled to determine what work we 
can permanently carry along and to a 
great degree determine what ought to be 
our mode of performing it. We have 
not only done good woik but experience 
has taught us some good lessons. 

One year ago we queried if wo could 
find work enough to keep a paid secre- 
tary busy, and wheth r we could raise 
the money necessary to pay her. We 
hired her, we have paid her and paid all 
other bills that have come due; further 
we have a few dollars in the treasury. I 
am indeed thankful for the former; but 
the latter I regret. For, if there is any- 
thing crooked, anything not in harmony 
with itself in the world, it is a charitable 
organization with money in its treasury 
at the end of the year. 

And as to finding work sufficient to 
keep our secretary busy, why we could 
have found work sufficient to keep an as- 
sistant busy as well. One of tho grand 
pillars to our organization is tho bring- 
ing of all charitable organizations, all 
institutions that do certain kinds of 
charitable work, all charitable poisons, 
into an intelligent co-operation. 

A civic centre for everything that 
comes under the name and motive of 
charity. Into this large field of supreme 
usefulness we have scarcely entered. In 
this city there must be at least seventy- 
five organizations that are doing at 
different times of the year charitable 
work, while there are hundreds of in- 
dividuals also. I know of ladies that 
dispense privately each year by their 
own hands hundred of dollars worth of 
the necessaries of life; such as fuel, 
medicines, clothing and groceries. Now 
all of these should be kindly led to ap- 
preciate the good which must accrue by 
coming in touch with the Associated 
Charities. And such a matter calls for a 
large amount of labor. 

The penny saviug system which is a 
good thing for everybody, the children 
of well-to-do parents ns well as the child- 
ren of poor parents, has a sprinkling of 
stations established, but this is a mere 
ray of light. This institution can be- 
come to our city a full orbed sun. These 
stations should be placed in every village 
and in every school of Newton, so that 
each child of the present generation may 
become, when circumstances shall de- 
mand it, a charitable organization to 
himself and to herself. With many this 
institution is not understood and proper- 
ly valued, hence labor and patience is 
called for that its borders may be in- 
creased. 

Then we need to double our corps of 
friendly visitors. Every organization 
doing charitable work in our city should 
have a representative in this organiza- 
tion. Every destitute family uncared for 
by a church or by some other charitable 
organization should have from this body, 
the Associated Charities, a friendly 
visitor. A friend who will first inquire 
into the real, not the imagined, needs of 
the family before that family is helped, 
For such work tact must be had 
patience and perseverance. Every will- 
ing and sympathetic person is not at 
once qualified to do such work. They 
need to be informed what is the best 
thing to do. They need to be encouraged 
in persevering, especially in visiting, 
though the day for helping by donations 
has long been parsed. 

Much work then is demanded at our 
office, and the services of a paid secre 
tary are indispensable. If we dared, we 
would hope to furnish her with an as 
sistant. As we cannot thus hope what 
is the alternative but this. We, the 
officers, visitors and friends of this 
organization, double our efforts. 

For the services rendered by you, while 
1 have been the chief < fficer, allow me 
to kindly tender my thanks. You have 
not only doue many things well, but 
every thing has been done in ♦the 
pleasantest possible way. All of oui 
meetings anu conferences have been 
beautiful. Cheerfulness has always 
prevailed when we have been called to 
grapple the most trying matters. But as 
a watchword for the coining year, let 
this b" it. Let us double our efforts. 
Duty thus calls us. The light of the 19th 
century thus directs us. And this work 
is the development of Christianity, for 
no other religion could have conceived 
it.

Fiction in our Public Library. 

To the Editor of the GRAI’UIO: 

I beg leave to differ with your pub- 
libbed opinion regarding the excess of 
fiction reading which I note in your issue 
of Oct. 14. Your premise that a public 
library can bo sustained from the funds 
of the public treasury only upon the 
suppobitiou that it will prove to be a 
valuable help in the education of the 
people, is broad enough to be accepted 
by those who claim that the reading of 
good fiction may be iucluded among tho 
valuable help in the education of the 
people- 1 confess to be one of those 
wbo believe that good fiction does 
more than entertain. I believe that 
a public library should serve the wants 
of the public. It should serve those 
who want instructive reading and those 
who want to be entertained. It is better 
that men should read good fiction thau 
nothing at all. The habit of reading is 
often formed from the readiiig of good 
fiction, aud this habit once fixed we may 
look for progress upward in tho readers 
literary taste. Mental hunger will first 
take almost anything, usually relishing 
the book iu propoition to the amount of 
trash there is iu it, but growing more 
select as the mind ripens aud dis- 
crimation begins. Several years ago 
a ragged boy went into the Bostou Public 


Library and asked for a dime navel 
which the library would not have allowed 
on its shelves. The same person re- 
appeared a few years later and asked for 
a rare edition of Shakespeare which the 
library did not possess. Multitudes owe 
to the' Waverly novels and the plays of 
Shakespeare all the knowledge they 
possess of England's history. I do not 
menu to convey the idea that a public 
library should contain all the trashy 
fiction that is put upon the world. There 
is good fiction and had fiction, and be- 
causo of the bail let us not forget tho 
good. 

This is a busy age. Tho business man 
of to-day has not tho time nor the incli- 
nation to instruct himself. Instruction 
is out of place after a hard day's work, 
and a healthy naturo then craves amuse- 
ment. I know of no better wny of get- 
ting it than by losing one's self in a work 
of fiction. The presence of a large sup- 
ply of good fictiou on tho shelves of our 
public library will servo to keep our 
young men and women from worse read- 
ing, which tuey will bo sure to seek if 
this be not provided. I have followed 
the published library lists for some five 
years with no little interest and I have 
been struck with the small number of 
works of fiction that have been pur- 
chased. It would seem that tho trustees 
wanted to keep the books on the shelves 
rather than have them circulate. Scores, 
yes hundreds, of books are announced 
which cannot appeal to more than a 
dozen readers each. We have merchants, 
hard-pressed at the desk all day long, 
and artisans and laborers who come homo 
at night fatigued fiomthe labors of the 
day. The public library says to tlieso 
we have no mental food for you unless 
you want to instruct yourself. And yet 
those pay the taxes which suppoit, the 
library. I believe the library fails in its 
mission when it refuses to give intellect- 
ual entertainment and seeks only to in- 
struct. 

One word more, Mr. Editor, and 1 will 
vonture to say it even at the risk ot being 
called a “growler.” I appreciate tho 
library very highly, and patronize it a 
great deal. I was very glad to get t he 
new catalogue, but I want to express my 
disapproval of the plan pursued in giving 
the names of the authors. No directory 
or catalogue should content itself with 
initials. In the Newton catalogue the 
first names of the authors are not given 
aBd initials only appear. C.J.H. Dickens 
we all may know to be Charles and can- 
not think it to be Catherine, but there are 
names less familiar than this, where the 
sex even is not indicated when initials 
are used. R. X. Cary has not a familiar 
look to the friends of Rosa Nouchette 
Cary. I will not take my time nor your 
space in detailing the many objections to 
this plan. It has destroyed the value of 
the catalogue as a book of reference and 
it has taken away very much of the use- 
fulness of tho volume. If it was done 
for economy’s sake a gigantic mistake 
has been made. Abbot Bassett.

Mr. Eddy said tho association was in 
need of funds.

Messrs. D. Appleton «fc Co. will publish 
immediately The Story of Columbus, by 
Elizabeth Eggleton, with nearly a Hun- 
dred illustrations by Allegra Eggleston. 
This book is the result of most extensive 
investigations which have been carefully 
verified by the eminent historian and 
novelist, Dr. Eggleston. It is not too 
much to say that the whole world has 
been drawn upon for material by the 
author and the artist. The fruits of these 
investigations are presented in a popular, 
readable, always entertaining form. 
While the book contains all the results 
of modern inquiry offered in the bulkiest 
biographies, the story is here condensed 
and the material selected with a view to 
an always interesting narrative. To a 
considerable extent the plan of both text 
and illustrations is like that of Eggle- 
ston’s Household History of the United 
States.

A RISKY STORY OF A WESTERN MIS-

ing Indians In Southwestern Mexico. 

The Ilravery of a Leader Drought Rid- 
icule Upon Himself. 

“Haltt Whut'fl that?" said our leader 
in a sharp whisper. 

It was a clear moonlight night in the 
extreme southwest of Mexico.

LIVING ON AIR. 


The Remarkable Survival of Three En- 
tombed Miners in Hohcmia. 

The teaching of experience as illus- 
trated by several instances of prolonged 
abstinence, though it may afford some 
Idea of human endurunce in this partic- 
ular under special conditions, lias yet 
provided no certain criterion of the vi- 
tal resistance possessed by the average 
man when suddenly deprived of ever}* 
form of sustenance. The measure of 
this force may nevertheless he gauged 
with approximate correctness from the 
history of recurrent instances of pro- 
longed and accidental privation. As an 
example, the following is remarkable 
even in this category: 

It is the narrative of three Bohemian 
miners, who, after being entombed by a 
fall of sand in the pit where they were 
working, were finally rescued alive, 
though of course in an utterly prostrate 
condition, seventeen days later. During 
the period of their live burial air was 
pumped d«wn to them by bore holes. 
On this they may be said to have lived, 
without food and without water. The 
total want of the latter is what makes 
their survival so remarkable. But for 
this essential the longer fasts of profes- 
sional fasting men would have been 
quite impossible. 

We can have no difficulty in under- 
standing generally why this holds true 
if we bear in mind the fact that not 
only does water constitute by far the 
greater constituent of every tissue, but 
that without its due proportion the cir- 
culation and nutrition of the blood aud 
that needful if costly chemical change 
upon which all tissue repair depends 
would be alike impossible. 

In endeavoring to trace the rationale 
of a life persisting, as in the case of the 
buried miners, in spite of the absence of 
every natural condition, we must notice 
one or two significant points. In the 
first place, their condition was that of 
rest, their functional metabolism being 
proportionally less active, their waste of 
tissue diminished and their output of 
carltonic acid not so likely to overcharge 
the surrounding atmosphere. Further, 
we may take it for granted that a robust 
physique had no small share in the con- 
servation of vital energy. 

Much depends in* 8 uch cases on the 
amount of nitrogenous matter stored up, 
for the most part in the muscular tissue, 
and available for destructive changes. 
We ntay safely assume that the amount 
of reserve nitrogen in the case of these 
men was not meager. It is mainly, no 
doubt, to this circumstance that wo 
must attribute not only the fact of their 
existence, but the still more remarkable 
prospect of their convalescence and ulti- 
mate recovery. — London Lancet.

GRADE CROSSING PRORI.FM. 

LANGFORD PLAN THE THEME AT HEAR- 
ING GIVEN BV THE ALDERMEN. 

Tlie aldermen on Wednesday evening 
gave a hearing to the petitioner- favoring 
the Langford plan of relocating the B & A. 
railroad track- In Newton, and to remon- 
strants. represented by Messrs. E. W. Red- 
path. A. J. Mundy and others. < 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers appeared for the 
Langford petitioners and pre-ented the 
resolutions passed at the recent largely at- 
tended public meeting, requesting the city 
council to investigate the proposition out- 
lined in the Langford plan, to enmloy ex- 
perts to get a‘. the cost and to estimate also 
the comparative cost of that and the plan 
of elevating the track-. 

Mr. Frank T. Benner appeared for the 
remonstrants. He gave quite an exhaus- 
tive resume of the statute of 1889. affecting 
the separation of grades. Under the 
statute, provision was made, he said, for 
the appointment of a commission. Tlie 
board of aldermen was not called upon to 
examine in f o the details of the Langf >rd or 
any other plan for the sake of coming to a 
decision. The matter is entirely, continued 
Mr. Benner, in the hands of the committee. 
All that the city council can do i* to draw 
up a petition to the superior court, request- 
ing the appointment of a commission with 
a view to the abolition of certain grade 
crossings which, it must be set forth, are 
dangerous and a menace to the safety of 
citizens. 

There is one thing contemplated in the 
Langford plan, which is almost -ure to 
meet opposition from the commission, the 
proposed removal or re location of station.-. 
There is no provision for the abandoning 
of stations under the act, and it i- a very 
difficult matter to make a change if there 
is even a tangible evidence of opposition. 

In regard to the removal of the tracks, I 
m lintain that it is to result iu great injury 
to many property owners in Xewtouville 
and elsewhere in the city, who will have 
no legal redress. Every house in Newton 
has been located with reference to its dis- 
tance from ifc? railroad. T..*» kKMtkw t*> \ 
with regard to distance from stations, ha- 
determined in a great measure the valua- 
tion of reai estate. Now, it is proposed t< 
move the station, in Newtonvllle. a dis- 
tance of about one-fourth of a mile. You 
might just a* well move a man’s house; the 
effect in either case would be the same. 

Mr. Benner in conclusion said that the 
shrewdest part of tlie Langford plan was 
that it was impossible to tell just where it 
was proposeu to run th»* line of tracks in 
the event of their removal further north. 
The moment the line was fixed, he said, 
some of the present ad voeates of the plan 
would turn out enemies borne of those 
who favored it thought it was goiug to 
benefit their property. When they found 
I out that it was n it to result tliur way. the 
| scheme would lose much of its ro-eate 
coloring. 

Mr. A. J. Mundy said that the removal 
of the track- in ht> opiui m would greatly 
depreciate the value of his e-tate, he 
though: to the extent of $2000. 

Mr. E. W\ Red path said that there were 
two class*-- in tlie community advocating 
the Langford plan, one a -et <.f theorists 
with .c-thetic views, the other expecting t«> 
derive some pecuniary beuetit from the 
proposed chauge of tne tracks. He said 
that the tax levy would he increased nearly 
$20o per thousand to meet the expense of 
moving the track- and constructing a 
boulevard in comformitv to the Langford 
plan. The cost of the laud and necessary 
clearing of buildings for the boulevard 
would lie not les- than $500,000. One of 
the greatest objections is. however, the un- 
settling of values, it would be a great 
injury to property iu Ward Two. For m> 
part, I prefer t.. see the tract- remain a* 
they are. with fences and closed gate- t • 
render them safe. 

Mr. Uurti- Abbott— I believe the railroad 
should go further u <rth. There i- a natural 
valley between Faneuil and Auburudale. 
where the tracks should ruu. The land is 
cheap, the grading would be easy, and the 
cost of buiuiing the roadbed not greater, iu 
my opinion, thuu the cost of the proposed 
elevation. 

Rev. Dr. 8binu a>ked if the city had 
considered the Laugford plan. Mayor 
Hibbard said iu reply that it had not been 
1 until the present lime, officially belore the 
city council Dr. bhiun tlien said he 
thought it had many good features. I don’t 
1 believe in snuffing out a plau, Iu* added, 
simply because the Bostou a Albany rail- 
road say.- we wout have it.

March said that in Glaseovv aud 
Edinburgh the railroads were put out of 
sight, under ground practically. lie 
thought a plan could be devised to put the 
railroad out of the wa> iu Newton, aud 
that it would uot cost uu\ more than it 
would to elevate the tracks. 

Mr. Langford was called upon, uud said 
! that he did uot care to discuss the plan 
until information had been procured in 
| regard to the cost aud the comparative cost 
of elevating, depressing or chaugiug the 
location of the tracks, lie advocated the 
I boulevard along the line of Washington 
I street aud said that the prosperity of tire 
city would be enhanced by connecting

broad avenues east and west.

The public observance of Columbus 
Day attracted a large number of people 
from all parts of the city and the High 
school drill hall, whore the exercises 
were held, was packed with an audience 
that tilled all the seats and available 
standing space, over 2500 persons beiug 
present. Upon the platform besides the 
High school pupils and the orator of the 
day and invited guests were the members 
of Charles Ward Post 02, G. A. K. Seats 
in the front of the auditorium were oc- 
cupied by the Clafiin Guard and High 
school battalion. The notable guests 
present were Dr. S. F. Smith, author of 
“America*’ and Francis Bellamy, the 
well known writer, the author of “The 
Meaning of the Four Centuries.’* The 
order of exercises was as follows: 

Prayer, Rev. Dr. S. F. Smith; singing. 
“To Thee O Country." school chorus; 
recitation. “Columbia's Banner,*’ Miss 
Grace Whittemore; singing. “Soldiers 
chorus from Faust,” school; oratioD, 
Rev. Francis B. Horubrooke: singing, 
“The Red, White and Blue,” school; 
declamation, “The Meaning of the Four 
Centuries,” Edward F. Hollis; singing. 
“America,” school; benedictiou, Rev. A. 

E. Lawrence. The oration by Rev. Mr. 
Hornbrookc is given below: 

THE ORATION. 

We come together today to celebrate 
the discovery of the continent, of which 
the natiou we love and honor forms a 
large, nnd most important part. It is a 
celebration possible to the people of uo 
other continent. No doubt, the other 
physical divisions of the earth have all 
had their first discoverers, but the date 
when they were first revealed to the 
searching eye of man is absolutely un- 
known. No historic record, uo hoary 
tradition even, cau aid us in finding any 
definite period when the history of 
Europe or Asia or Africa began. Their 
beginnings are hidden in the depths of a 
fabulous past. Even Australia, which 
since the close of my school days, has 
risen trom an island to the dignity of a 
continent, cau only guess wheu and by 
whom it was first found. Ours is au an- 
niversary unique in its character. We 
alone know the year and almost the day 
when our history as a contineut began. 
Four eeuturies ago to day we became 
part of tbe known world. 

It i i possible that when Columbus re- 
turned to Spain, bearing with him the 
specimens of the regions he had touched 
in the mysterious west, no one, not even 
the great discoverer himself, realized 
what a contribution had beeu made to 
Europe, and how the fortuues of uations 
would be shaped by their relations with 
it. Perhaps the value of the discovery 
seemed less, because all its implications 
and possible results were not at once 
revealed. But, from the first, all think- 
ing persons must have discerned the 
grand po-sibi'ities of the achievement of 
Columbus. And ever siuce, as the 
centuries have passed his fame has 
growu with ever increasing lustre. 

1 am not unmindful of the attempts 
made to diminish his renowu by the ac- 
counts of those who nearly half a mil- 
lenium before his voyage were driven 
upon t hese distant shores trom the north 
of Europe. But when all these earlier 
discoveries are acknowledged Columbus 
stands no less than before. No doubt, 
many of the wisest and wittiest things in 
Sbukspeare were said by wise and witty 
people many times before him. but we I 
should never have known them if he had 
not given them a permanent place in 
literature. And so, hundreds from 
Europe may have seen these shores, but 
Europe was no wiser for what they had 
seen, and would never have kuowu any- 
thing about them, if the discovery of 
Columbus had not made it possible for 
us centuries after, to find that they had 
been here. The renowu of Columbus 
consists in the fact, that he first made 
our continent a permanent part of the 
general Knowledge of Europe. Before 
him it was a vague dream, after him it 
was a constant reality for human know- 
ledge. 

It is likewise true, that Columbus was 
not alone in bis belief that land might 
be reached by sailing westward. No 
great discovery ever is made without 
relation to existing conditions. They 
ur< , as it were, in the air, aud so are 
destined sooner or later to be made. 
None the less, however, is he who takes 
the first step, which transforms tue 
possible and probable into tbe actual 
worthy our praise. It is idle to speculate 
us to what others might have done. I 
Twenty other men might have sailed 
west and found a new world, bur still 
tbe invincible fact remains, that Colum- 
bus was the first who acted iu obedience 
to the faith that was iu him, aud the first 
to find a world responding to his faith. 
The history of the w'orld is not made 
up of what might have beeu, but of 
what was. 

The supreme glory of Columbus is 
that he had the courage to face the 
terrors of the unknown. After his deed 
had demonstrated, that no uuusual 
dangers were to be encountered, any 
mariner could sail west. But previous 
to that, it was au act of the highest 
bravery to dare the horrors with which 
ignorance had peopled his path. To 
thousands the sun as lie set in the west 
was red because lie was looking dowu on 
the fires of hell, He might sail into those 
iufernal fires. Or if he was above these 
fears w hat did he kuow of the uature of 
the waters he was seeking to navigate*? 
Whirlpools might drag him down, 
terrible monsters of tbe deep might crush 
his vessels withiu their colossal jtws? 
He might come to the end of thiugs aud 
be whirled over some awful cataract 
whose waters were ever pluugiug down- 
ward into some fathomless abyss. 
Notions like these, aud a thousand others 
might well have impressed him as they 
did those around him, aud deterred him 
from his great endeavor, it is because 
he rose superior to all these things that 
we give him our homage. 

It is useless to waste our time in small 
criticism of the man. Let us allow all 
liis infirmities, but do not let these, 
mike us unmindful of (he man’s aspira- 
tion, aud the greatness of his deed. 
What we ought to remember is the 
lnovidentiul mission that iu spite of his 
baser qualities, he was able to fulfil. 
That work was so great, that iu the con- 
templation of it, we can well afford to 
forget all that was uu worthy of his 
highest moments. 

Columbus died, it is true, without 
realizing just wbat be bad done. To the 
end of bis days lie supposed he had dis- 
covered one side of Asia, iustead of u 
new continent. But iu estimating the 
work that meu do we give them the 
credit oi all the consequences that flow 
from their achievements. To Columbus 
therefore belongs the glory of the ex- 
panding life aud thought of America. 
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In the century that, followed his great 
achievement an element of romance at- 
tached to these practically unknown 
shores. Anything might be found or 
happen here. Gold enough was to bo 
picked up to fill the treasures of Spain 
depleted by its long centuries of conflict 
with the moor, to pay for armies that 
might conquer Europe, nnd onable 
Columbus himself to send an armed host 
to rescue the Holy Laud from the 
Mohnnmcdnu. Fountains of perpetual 
yout h were supposed to gush forth in 
the wilderness. A s tlio guide in Cali- 
fornia told the visitors from the east, of 
a certain forest where the lawsof giavita- 
lion were petrified, so people imagined 
there were realms in our continent where 
the law of death was suspended. Even 
two centuries after the discovery of 
America people in New England expect- 
ed to grow rich by the sale of sassafras, 
which, it was supposed, would cure every 
ill that tlesh is heir to. Every uavigator 
who sailed up somo hitherto unknown 
river, or explored some unknowu bay, 
was animated by the iiopo that he had 
found a short cut to the Indies, and that 
in a few hours lie might find himself 
amid scones of oriental wealth and 
splendour. This feeling of romantic ex- 
pectancy was the spur to the eager 
search in every part of the new 
world. The immediate results to those 
bold sailors was bitter disappointment. 
This world was as hum-irum, and 
prosaic and haul ns the old. But what 
they did find has been far better for the 
world, than what they sought. Their 
hopes were blasted, but their achieve- 
ments have blessed the world, and their 
great reward is the memory of heroic 
self-devotion they have left behind 
them. 

The formation of the map of America 
must have been very much like that of 
the formation of the map of Africa, iu 
our owu time. The school boy tweuty- 
five years ago, was always delighted to 
see that there was so little to be said 
about the interior of Afiica. What 
rapture it was to find great spaces of the 
map covered by a single name, aud what 
a blessing it was to know that no teacher 
was able to trouble him about lakes, and 
mountains, and rivers, and countries that 
have since been discovered by Grant an d 
Livingstone and Stauley. So it must 
have been with the boy of the early part 
of the 16th century iu regard to the map 
of America. At first it gave him little 
trouble. There was a contiuenf, but he 
was not called up to describe it or bound 
it. But it kept ou growing, and the 
school boy if he was auytbing like his 
successor today, found life less desirable 
as the burdeu of ever increasing know- 
ledge was laid upon him. The terrible 
map grew from year to year. To the 
few islands which dotted the sea. Cabot 
added the knowledge of the extended 
shores of North America in 1497, and 
Columbus those of South America in 
1498. Then in 1501 the Gulf of Sr. 
Lawrence was explored. In 1513 De 
Soto had found Florida, and Balboa from 
a peak iu Darien first looked dowu upon 
the waters of the Pacific. Before the 
middle of the sixteenth century the coast 
of South Carolina, the northern coast of 
the Gulf of Mexico, and the mouth of 
the Rio Grand, aud that of the Mississippi 
had all been discovered, while the 
Spanish forces iu search of the far-famed 
city of Cibola, had explored the terri- 
tories now known as Kinsas and 
Colorado. Carter had ascended the St. 
Lawrence river to where Montreal now 
stands, Cortez and Pizarro had added 
Mexico aud Peru to the realms of Spain. 
Magellan in 1521 had passed through the 
Btraits to which his name has been 
given. And so the work proceeded from 
century to century until at last the map 
of the new world was almost as complete 
as that of Europe, and all the grand signi- 
ficance of the work of Columbus was 
fully revealed. The impulse he set in 
motion has taken almost foui eeuturies 
to fulfil. 

But the work of discovery was fol- 
lowed by that of settlement. And we 
are here today, and we rejoice in the 
event it commemorates, because this 
laud is our home. Our chief concern is 
to recall the steps by which a few teeble 
folk iu the wilderness, have grown into 
a united, free, and mighty nation. Other 
nations of this contiueut may recall all 
the progress they have made, and we 
may well rejoice with them for all the 
blessings of freedom, of prosperity, and 
of moral and intellectual progress, the 
centuries iu their passiu , have bestowed 
upon them. Still, it is with special 
pride, we love to trace the progress we 
ourselves have made. The end of the 
seventeenth century saw the beginnings 
of civilized life along the Atlantic coast 
of North America. Here aud there in 
the midst of the primeval torest the con- 
test of man with nature had begun. 
Here and there were the signs that a 
new form of existence was preparing to 
possess the laud. If we only contem- 
plate the outside of those early settle- 
ments which dotted North America 
from Maiue to Virginia wo shall see very 
little to attract our attention or to com- 
mand our iuterest. All that meets our 
eye is a few people scatteied at remote 
intervals, requiring all their force either 
to resist the savage foe, or to wrest a 
bare subsistence from the soil. The 
homes, we see, are rude cabius, lackiug 
not ouiy the adornments, but too often 
the comforts of civilized life. The oc- 
cupations of the meu and women are 
commonplace aud unattractive. Some 
fish, others hunt, while others clear the 
forests to find places to plough. The 
women work through the long days of 
their louely and monotonous lives, mukiug 
from the raw material the gaments of 
the household, glad indeed that the raw 
material was at hand. Iu all this there 
may be little that seems worthy the 
dignity of history. None the less it was 
in and through these coarse and uuio- 
terestiug conditions that progress was 
being made. These meu and women 
were through all these hard experiences 
acquiring those qualities of courage, of 
patience, of self-devotion and of self- 
reliance. which form the foundations 
of a nations character. 

But if we look beneath the surface, 
we shall find more than this. We shall 
see iniuds that cherished the loftiest 
ideals of life, hearts that beat responsive 
to the sweet and eunobliug sentiments 
that were eushriued in their ancestral 
faith The world around, seemed ar- 
rayed against them, but there was that 
withiu that was mightier than the waves 
of the sea, or the winds of winter. To 
the outward gaze these people were 
separated from one another by almost 
j impassable distance*, but iu the truest 
way they were near together. They 
were inheritors of the same religious and 
moral principles, Though coiuiug 
from diiTereut parts of Europe, they 
shared the same great social and political 
ideals. And for the most pail they 
l spoke the same language. Joined to- 
j gether iu this way, their separation was 
| accidental and temporary. The moment 
lie boundary of oue colouy touched that 
I o uothei they would feel their essential 
u- uy. They were kindred, living at 
I gloat distances front one another, Tuey 
j were oue, hut they had not yet become 
fully couscious by what vital chords they 
j were bouud together. AU that was re- 


quired to awaken the doRiro for uuity 
was the sense of a common danger. 
Vory early our New England colonists 
found that union was their only defense 
ngainst the power of the Indian. Later 
there wore those who saw that the 
defense ot the colonies ngainst the 
French aud Indian foe could ho made 
efToetivo only by a uniou of all the 
colonies for common defense. Dr. 
Benjamin |Frankltn, drew up a com- 
prehensive plan for the union of all the 
colonies under one head, aud it was sub- 
mitted to the government iu England, 
but mot with no encouragement from 
men. who called themRelvoB practical 
because they weio blind to everything 
savo their immediate interests. But the 
conflict for the possession of this con- 
tinent between France and Eugland 
necessarily brought the men of diiTereut 
colonics together. Meu who fought sido 
by sido for the interests of England 
learned how it was possible to co operato 
for thomsolves. The attempt on the 
part of Great Britain to exercise arbitrary 
and unconstitutional authority, was the 
signal for the beginning of tho formation 
of a uuion which tho years have made 
more real and more enduring. But like 
every groat work this union has de- 
manded for its growith, time, patience, 
wise statesmanship and self-sacrifice. 
Wo all kuow how slow our people wero 
to adopt a system of united government. 
Even tho stress of our conflict for in- 
dependence was often insufficient to 
arouse the colonies to the sense of their 
common fortune. When the Declaration 
of ludependeuce was beiug signed one of 
the signers said, “we must ail hang to- 
gether,*’ Dr. Frauklin replied, if we do 
not all hang together, wo shall all hang 
separately. But very often during the 
strugglo for independence the colonies 
seemod to forget that they owed any 
duty to one another, or to auy centra 
authority. Each cue was aroused when 
its territories were invaded, and apa- 
thetic wheu the enemy had retired. 

During our revolutionary struggle the 
authority of Cougress was so weak, and 
the selfishness of states so great, tnat tho 
war lasted years after a united aud 
vigorous effort would have brought it to 
a successful termination. Our final suc- 
cess is tnaiuly owiug to two causes. In 
the first place to the fact that the British 
governmeut seut its stupidest generals. 
And in the sceond place to tho patrotism. 
persistence, patience nnd wisdom of 
George Washington. It is useless to 
praise such a man. The best we can say 
is poor when compared with his work. 
Au imperial republic ou which the sun 
never goes down is his monument. 

Wheu the war for independence was at 
au end, it seemed as if we had escaped 
from tyrauny, only to rush into the arms 
of anarchy. The spirit wuich had raised 
meu above themselves died away and 
gave place to isolated and self-centred 
aims. We wore uo loDger afraid of Eng- 
land, but we were afraid of one another. 
The dread of a central governmeut was 
all pervading. This need not surprise 
us. Each colony had for more than a 
hundred years grown alone. It seemed 
as if it were in itself a world. Lack of 
communication made people ignorant of 
one another. It was father from Boston 
to Now York then, thau it is to the 
Pacific boundary of the state of Wash- 
ington to day. There were difficulties 
of all kinds in the way to a strong united 
government. 

Here again, the necessities of our situ- 
ation were the impelling causes of union. 
The dangers from a uuited government 
were great, but those from a disunited 
government were greater. It is woll,for 
us to-day, that there were men who were 
wise enough to discern our ueed, and 
brave enough to devise a remedy for it. 
It is easy enough now to say what they 
ought not to have done, but then more 
could not be done. The framers of our 
constitution may have made comprom- 
ises, but they made them in the hope, 
which has been justified by the event, 
that time might accomplish wliat was 
impossible for them. It. is easy to criti- 
cize the consiitution of the United 
States, but to devise one which will work 
better, or from which so many benefits 
have be u derived is practically impossi- 
ble. Instead of complaining of what 
they failed to do, let us gladly recog- 
nize wlnt they did, and give them 
the reward which belongs to those who 
by their labor, have enabled their coun- 
try to rise from poverty to wealth, trom 
weakness to power, from chaos to order, 
from an aggregation of isolated states 
into a harmonizing united aud regnant 
nation. 

When in 1789 Washington became 
president of the Uuited States, we had 
become a nation on paper. Only time, 
aud wisdom, and courage could make the 
sense of nationality supreme iu the 
hearts of the people. To the domiuatiou 
of the national spirit many causes have 
conspired. Tho first was the elevated 
character, popularity, and insight of our 
first president. As a man he was too 
great to be overlooked, as a president of 
the United States, he would not suffer 
any slight upon its dignity. When he 
visited Massachusetts, John Hancock, 
whose name at the head of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence is an 
example of patriotism and penmenship, 
was governor, and us governor he be- 
lieved himself iu his owu state sunerior 
iu rank to the President of the United 
States. Instead therefore of calling up* 
ou the president ho waited for him to 
call upou himself. But he waited iu 
vain. Never has a point of etiquette in- 
volved so much that is important in 
principle, that simple act Washington 
Impressed upou the whole country the 
fact that the natiou was greater than a 
state. 

What Washington taught by his execiv 
tive wisdom, Chief Justice Marshall im- 
pressed iu his interpretation of the con- 
stitutiou. No doubt those who aided in 
the construction of that document, had 
different conceptions of the rights of the 
states under it, aud perhaps it was 
capable of being interpreted in a way 
that would minimize the authority of 
the natiouul government. It is the glory 
of Marshall that he interpreted it iu the 
sense of the sovereignty of the natiou. 
John Adams roudeied many valuable 
services to his country, but none more 
lasting iu its value, thuu tbe appointment 
of John Marshall as chief justice of the 
Uuited .States. 

In Cougress aud through the country 
two of the greatest statesmen our coun- 
try has ever produced, gave all the 
weight of their ability aud popularity to 
the confirmation and establishment of 
tho principles of constitutional interpre- 
tation which Marshall had proclaimed 
from the bench. Daniel Webster, with 
his matchless power of logical reasoning 
aud oratory combined, met the reason- 
ings of Calhoun aud llayne, and by the 
force of his masterful spirit succeeded in 
infusing into the masses of our people 
the sentiment embodied iu the closing 
words of tho greatest speech to which 
Cougress ever listened, Liberty aud 
uuion, uow aud forever one aud iu- 
separable. Henry Clay, by the graces of 
charming speech, aud by the power of u 
popularity which uo other American has 
] ever possessed, imbued the people with 
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the spirit of words spoken almost at the 
ond of his great career: *‘I owe a pain- 
mount allegiance to the whole uuion, n 
subordinate ono to my own state.” 

Whatever else theso men | fniled to do, 
whatever elRe wo may find in their public 
career to blame, still to them belongs the 
ineffaceable glory of laying deep and 
strong tho unshakon pillars on which our 
nationni existence rests. 

It was oxamples and influences like 
those of Washington and Marshall and 
Clay and Webster that succeeded in 
deepening the sonse of tho supremacy 
of tlie nation, and made that idea clear 
to the hoarts of millions of our people. 
Well would it have been if theso influ- 
ences and examples could at Inst have 
swept away all traoes of opposition to 
it. But along with the national interpre- 
tation there had also growu the theory 
of a constitutional right of states to 
withdraw from tho Uuion. This theory 
was a natural outgrowth of tho old in- 
dependent colonial existence. It found 
justification in some of the founders of 
the constitution. No doubt when they 
signed it,ttiey did so with tbe belief that 
the right of withdrawal from the uniou 
still remained to the separate stntes. 
Mauy held / that occasions might arise 
wheu such withdrawal would become 
noccssary. Such opinions were not 
peculiar in New England, and it is prob- 
able if the war of 1812 had continued 
another year several states would have 
seceded. But the spirit of nationality 
deepened, the sense that we were a nation 
was increasing from year to year, aud it 
seemed possible that in time the memory 
of our existence as separate and inde- 
pendent states would be forgotten iu 
our life as a nation. But fate ordered 
otherwise. This union was to be won, as 
so many of the best things must be won, 
through paiu and the agony of a greater 
struggle. The time came when uearly 
all the southern states of our uniou, in 
the iuterest of the institution of slavery, 
which they considered to be threatened 
by the election of Abraham Lincoln, 
sought to withdraw from the Union. 
Then came the terrible contebt for 
nationality, which at last decided the 
issue. Before 1801 the question whether 
we were indeed a natiou was still un- 
solved. After 1805 it was settled, for all 
coming time. To-day there is only one 
permissible interpretation of the consti- 
tution, and that is the one that makes 
the nation paramount and supreme. We 
are no longer citizens of the North, tbe 
South, the East, the West, we are citi- 
zens of a natiou whose flag protects us 
wherever we stand. 

Let us not iu our rejoicing forget the 
men whose heroic aud self forgetful 
heroism made chat Hag honored aud 
loved wherever it unfolds its beauty 
to the air. Thirty years have passed 
since they felt the profound truth of the 
liqe of Horace, “Sweet aud beautiful is 
it for one’s native land to die.” The 
awful years of struggle seem far away. 
Tho drum and fife that once were heard 
in our streets, aud the camps that dotted 
our laud seem uow like the souuds and 
visious of a dream. Nature has so many 
times covered the fields of battle with 
gurments of living beauty, that it is hard 
to believe thac ou them souls have 
contended with all tbe might that was in 
them, aud the life blood of our noblest 
and dearest, onriched and blessed the 
sod. But though the battle was fought 
so long ago, theiesults achieved are ours 
to-day. Grant and Sherman and Sheri- 
dan, tho great leaders of the war, and 
those whose mauful support made their 
purposes prosper are goue, but a nation’s 
gratitude is not goue. To-day we pay 
our tribute of revereut homage aud love 
to those who fell aud to those whore- 
main. If lastiug honor belongs to him 
wtiose daring discovered a uew laud, none 
the less is it due to those whose valor 
and self sacrifice liavo made a uew 
uution. Ou that nation’s heart may 
their memorial be home forever. 

O civic muse for sucli great names, 

♦ For Mich great uau.es fur ages long, 

Preserve a wide approach of Tame, 

And ever ringing avenues of song. 

Such, in broad outline is the course 
pursued, and tho end gained, by the en- 
deavor of four centuries. Through dis- 
covery to colonization, through coloniz.i- 
tiou to a sense of the need of uuity, 
through uuity to nationality. It has 
taken four hundred years to make this 
great natiou possible. To-day it stands 
at the beginning of a uew century. Will 
it remain a nation mindful of the great 
ends it is set to fulfil, or will it become a 
collection of isolated aud perhaps antag- 
onistic nationalities? Will it absorb the 
incoming populations aud fuse them into 
harmonious union with its purpose or will 
it lose its consciousness of itself in the 
masses that threaten to overwhelm it. 
Shall we continue to care only for human 
cogs iu our mills, or shall we seek 
to find men, who can aid in filling out 
the graud outlines of civic life which our 
fathers laid? Shall we imbue our politics

The Story of Steel Rails. 

The story of steel rails is voiy instruc- 
tive to nn.v one who wishes to understand 
the operation of Protection. It # is an 
epitome of the history of our effort to 
grow rich by taxing ourselves. Change 
the name of the article from steel rails to 
clothes or tools or food, nud you can ap- 
ply the conclusion to nearly every item 
on our long tariff list. 

Steel rails have done muoli to cheapen 
the distribution of wealth. The reduo. 
tion in their prioe has helped to reduce 
the cost of transportation. It has helped 
the farmor to gut his crops to tide-water 
at a comparatively little expense. 
Bessemer stoel Iras been a groat blessing. 
It might have been a still greater h easing 
if tho iron-masters who own the secret of 
making it had not been so greedy. 

It is said that the price of steel rails 
has gone down since the Bessemer pro- 
cess was discovered. Senator Aldrich or 
Mr. McKinley would not hesitate to say 
that they were cheapened by a law 
passed for the purpose of making them 
dearer. 

As a matter of fact, they have been 
cheapened by discoveries and inventions 
due to the ingenuity of men whose minds 
are always equal to tho task of modifying 
the exactions of a tariff law. Since 1873, 
the Bessemer converter has been quad- 
rupled, while tho labor required has 
diminished. The Gilohrist-Thomas pro- 
cess enables four men to accomplish, 
with less material, a result that ten years 
ago required the work of ten men. In 
1868, the making of a ton of steel rails 
consumed 10,000 pounds of coal; today, 
5,000 pounds only are needed. 

These aro some of the causes of the 
reduction in tho price of steel rails, and 
Protectionist who says that his statute 
accomplished this wonder, is perfectly 
capable of saying that high tariff taxes 
make big crops. 

In 1873, tho price of a ton of stoel rails 
in this country was $95.00, and there was 
a duty of $28. The duty is now* lower. 
It is $13.44; but, high or low, it is the pro- 
tection demanded by and satisfactory to 
the makers of steel rails. While steel 
rails in this country have been coming 
down from $00 to $30, steel rails in Eng- 
land have been coming down from $74 to 
between $17 and $10. 

The American makers do not care 
what may bo their cost of production. 
The protection enables them to charge 
just what they please, so that they keep 
under the price that would buy English 
rails, pay the tax of $13.44, and the cost 
of transportation. There is no competi- 
tion at homo. There is a trust. 

Just now $30 is the price at which tho 
importation of England rails is pro- 
hibited. This has been the price for a 
long time. There is no demand for steel 
rails, but that makes no difference. In 
the absence of a demand, uuder natural 
conditions, the makers of rails would 
seek to force sales by lowering their 
price. But there is no need of that in 
the steel rail mills. Practically, there is 
only one seller in the United States, and 
them will he only one so long as the 
tariff tax is high enough to prevent im- 
portations of English rails. 

The cost of production has gone dow n 
since 1886, and so has pig iron. Pig iron 
costs our steel rail makers $3 a ton less 
than it did in 1886, but rails are $4 higher. 
In Englaud. pig iron has gone up, but 
rails are cheaper, because production is 
cheaper. This is a instructive protec- 
tion story, as we said at the outset, for 
it shows that protection is for the manu- 
facturer alone. If labor costs Icbs, he 
gets the benefit; if his product costs aim 
less, the difference gets into his pocket. 

And American people have paid a good 
deal for Bessemer steel rails. Mr. David 
A. Wells says that from 1878 to 18»7 the 
tariff tax on them cost the people of this 
couutry $140,000,000. 


Tin* Biggest Joke of the Campaign. 

The very biggest joke is the claim of 
the Protectiouists this year that the Mc- 
Kinley tariff increases the price of what 
we have to sell and decreases the cost of 
what we buy. 

No Duty Needed. 

We are told that ready made clothing 
can be bought in this country at as low 
prices as in Englaud. If that is so, with 
all the duties on materials, what a good 
argumeut it is for a reform of the Tariff ! 
Surely no duty is needed there.

PROTECTION COLUMN. 


Tlte Services of Wen Draper. 

To tlie Editor of the Guam to:— 

I have road with much iutorost the 
contributions to your “Tariff Reform’’ 
and ‘Proteotlon ,, colnmns. Tho plan offers 
equal opportunity and a fair hearing to 
each side in controversy and it supplies 
to tho destitute nlso somo of tho polemic 
training which helps to distinguish 
Congressman Williams from the ordinary 
man. 

Demagogic art on tho stump may rely 
on obscuring the truth by appeals to 
passion or prejudice or by dodging tho 
issues, but this art is palsied in the cold 
coffin of type and the deadly parallel 
column is fatal to falsehood and venom. 

If an appeal in your column therefore 
is prejudiced, insolent or unfair, it will 
almost surely fail of its object and the re- 
action of just resontmont will advance 
the cause of an opponent. For this rea- 
son the friends of General Draper may 
welcome the indiscretion of any assault 
upon his position or his record. 

The curious contrast between the 
signature and the contents of the com- 
munication by “Independent” to your 
issue of tho 21st would strike your read- 
ers, if the custom of partisanship had not 
dulled tho edge of the travesty. The 
“ludopeudetft” has advertised himself 
too often as a victim of the yellow fever 
of partisanship of a peculiarly malignant 
type. 

It is fair to admit that the real in- 
solence of the common reference* to the 
manufacturers of this country is often 
unconscious. They have been pelted so 
long with the pet phrases of “robber 
bnron,” “haughty plutocrat” and “guid- 
ing monopolist” that a milder allusion 
may even bo construed as a compliment, 
and it is a rare stretch of invention that 
can offend the hardened ear of tho public. 

So I would raise no particular objection 
to the slings and nrrows of tho individu- 
al “Independent” who writes to the 
GRAPHIC, seeing that they are drawn so 
obviously from the ordinary Democratic 
campaign stock in hand. Will it advance 
the election of Mr. Williams, however, to 
sneer at tho position and services of 
General Draper and assail him with 
hollow suppositions in place of facts? 

“Independent” “supposes” that 
General Draper will be “especially strong 
in favor of an increase of tariff taxation 
in favor of the many manufacturing 
enterprises in which his wealth is invest- 
ed.” This is a bare assumption, imply- 
ing, if it means anything, that General 
Draper, if elected to Congress, will urge 
a further advance of the tariff to supplant 
the present one. This 1 am authorized 
to contradict flatly, though it seems hard- 
ly necessary to note that tho Republican 
party has rhe business sense not to at- 
tempt to reform prosperity. 

“Independent” next remarks that 
General Diaper “does not profess to be a 
public speaker and will merely add ono 
more to tho Republican mnjority, to vote 
blindly for free |silver laws or any other 
legislation the managers may dictate.” 
To this sample of independent observa- 
tion and judgment, no rejoinder is re- 
quired. Everybody in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, who is not aillicted with blindness, 
cau see that General Draper is making 
nightly public speeches of real pith and 
moment and every intelligent voter in 
the district knows that it was not the Re- 
publican majority in Congress that voted 
for “free silver” and that General Draper 
would not vote for “free silver” at any- 
body’s dictation. 

Finally “Independent” whacks at 
General Draper over the shoulders of 
Andrew Carnegie, quoting a “report” 
that Mr. Caruegie lias contributed $100,- 
000 to tho Republican campaign fund and 
adding sweetly that “General Draper is 
known to be in full sympathy with him 
and can probably be depended on to lieln 
Mr. Carnegie to get tliis money back 
again out of the pockets of the American 
people.” Now if any friend of Mr. Wil- 
liams will draw the line between this 
reference to General Draper and arrant 
demagogism, ho will serve the young 
Congressman bettor than his advocate 
has served him. 

Permit mo to oppose to this style of 
campaigning a brief recital of what 
General Draper has done for his home, 
his state and his country, and your read- 
ers may judge for themselves of the iiit- 
ness of such a man to legislate for the 
maintenance and advancement of the 
prosperity of the natiou. It was one of 
the astouisliing discoveries of Mr. Wil- 
liams on the stump that General Draper 
had “no record of public service well 
done.” 

When the war for the Union broke out, 
William F. Draper was less than twenty 
years old, hut he volunteered at once and 
took an active part in raising the com- 
pany with which ho went to the field as a 
second lieutenant. His field experience 
ranged from the Mississippi to the Poto- 
mac aud he had a lighting hand in some 
of the most notable battles of the war. 
He earned every stop of his promotion to 
a brigadier-generalship by distinguished 
capacity aud gallantry in the field. 

Ho was shot through tho body while 
charging at tho head of his regiment in 
the battle of the wilderness. Before his 
nearly fatal wouud was healed, he took 
his place again with Graut in the field 
aud was shot down again while the party 
opposed to him to-day was declaring the 
war a failure. 

It is respectfully submitted to the ad- 
mirors of Mr. Williams that the share of 
such a soldier in the treeing of the slavo 
and the saviug of the nutiou is a public 
service that will not shrink by compari- 
son with the contribution of a stumbling 
block in tho way of a Democratic party 
majority in Cougress. 

When General Draper returned home 
from the war. llopedale was a little 
village employing some forty American 
workmen in competition with the cotton 
spinning machine manufacturers of Old- 
ham and Manchester. To the work of 
building up this home industry. Geueral 
Draper devoted himself with such signal 
energy and ability that to-day the works 
of which he is the head, employ steadily 
and well from seven huudreo to eight 
hundred American workmen. 

Everybody who hau seou llopedale and 
is qualified to judge by comparison, 
kuows that it is a model mill town. 
There is uo establishment in the same 
liuo abroad that cau compare with it in 
its provisions for tho comfort, conveni- 
ence and health of the workiug man. It 
is a staudiug confutation of tho reckless 
assertion of Mr. Brooks Adams that the 
interests of the manufacturer are 
diameticaliy opposed to the interests of 
the operative. 

The wages paid t» the operatives at 
llopedale average fully 1O0 per cent 
higher than those paid to the operatives 
in like establishments abroad. For this 
statement Geueral Draper gives his per- 
sonal word aud it will take more thau a 
sneer to dispose of this warrant. 

When George Draper begau to intro- 
duce au American spindle, the spindle in 


ordinary use was sold for four dollars 
and a half. To-day tho stimulated in- 
vention of Hopcdnlo turns out a spindle 
for throe dollars or less that, will spin 
twice as much and in tho aggregate In 
uso in this country will servo as much 
power as is supplied by tho Morrimar 
River. 

Now Republicans believe that the 
building up of such a town, tho employ- 
ment of Massachusetts workmen, tho 
march of invention and tho assurance of 
industrial independence are public 
services of voiy considerable valuo and 
that General Draper’s share in ttiom will 
compare favorably with any feats of Mr. 
Williams in uplifting America. 

General Draper ha* shared also In 
many other enterprises for tho productive 
employment of American capital and 
labor and only a very foollah demagoguo 
will pretend that those enterprises have 
not benefited the country. He haR been 
a close student of economic conditions at 
home and abroad, and with all due re- 
gard for the polemic experience and 
other noted qualifications of Mr. Williams 
it may bo confidently maintained that 
there will be no material “economic 
waste” or any other seriouB affiiotion to 
tho district, if it should cast its vote for 
the patriotic soldier, the gallant general, 
tho honorable business man, the up- 
builder of Hopedale, the export econo- 
mist and the truo American, General 
William F. Draper. Ei.iot Lord. 


The Force Bill. 

It does not appear that the so called 
“force bill” Is cutting any figure to speak of 
In practical campaigning in tho Enst, in 
spite of the Democratic resolution to heave 
it up as a political issue. There Is no com_ 
niittnl to it certainly in the national plat! 
form of the Republican party and it Is idle 
to pretend tlnu any specific legislation is 
pledged in the call for a ballot unstnined by 
fraud as the foundation stone of free Re- 
publican government. 

But in the fanfaronade of denunciation 
of this bill it is curious to observe a mani- 
fest ignorance or a wilful hidiug of the fact 
that it is merely the branching out from a 
root already existing. To listen to the 
party speakers, headed by Gov. Russell 
himself, che audiences might naturally 
suppose that this bill with n bad name was 
an awful and novel invention conjured up 
by desperate partisans to convert the re- 
public Into a military despotism. 

In Ills speech at Melrose, on the 10th of 
this month, the governor announced with 
doleful gravity that this bill, changing the 
practice of one hundred years, tells the 
states that they cannot be trusted to regu- 
late and control their elections. Now who 
would gather from this shocking message 
that this country 1ms been rolling along 
comfortably for twenty years under licensed 
federal interference with congressional 
elections? 

Fully half the objections that the 

f ;overnor brings up against the “force bill” 
n his eye, strike the actually existing 
statute. By the law to day, upon specified 
application the judges of the circuit courts 
must appoint supervisors of elections with 
wide ranging powers to detect and check 
fraud in registration and in voting. To 
back up the supervisors, the United States 
marshal for the district can invest the polls 
with us many deputy marshals as lie sees 
fit, when two or more citizens apply to him 
for this protection. Every one of such 
officers is empowered and directed “to 
prevent fraudulent voting,” by the arrest of 
offenders with the aid of the by standers, if 
appealed to, as a posse oomitatus. 

If it nud occurcd to the slumbering wits 
of the Democratic party for the past twenty 
years to stigmatize the present statute as a 
“force” statute, the tin pnns and drums 
might have been thumped upon with about 
as much reason as is shown in the anti- 
force bill campaign to-day. 


Deputy Marshals. 

October 26, 1S92. 

To tlio Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

As there Is some curiosity In Newton ns 
to tlie responsibility for the appointment of 
United States Supervisors and Marshals at 
the coming election, I am glad to be able to 
state the facts. The -tatute provides that 
these officers shall be appointed by the 
Chief Supervisor, in any city of over 
twenty thousand inhabitants, on a petition 
filed by two citizens and voters. The Chief 
Supervisor sent me a blank petition which 
I put in my waste-paper basket, for, al- 
though this statute is a very valuable oue 
in cities like Albany, New York, for in- 
stance, where colossal Democratic fraudu- 
lent registration has just been discovered, 
there is uo occasion for It whatever in 
Newton. A prominent Democrat in Ward 
5 was anxious to have these officers ap- 
pointed, and asked a Republican to Join 
him in signing tlie petition. The Republi- 
can came to me, and I did my best to dis- 
suade him, nml thought 1 had succeeded, 
but his Democratic friend finally induced 
him to sign the petition on the ground that 
It would do nobody any harm. It has given i 
me a good deal of wholly unnecessary 1 
trouble, for I have lmd great difficulty in I 
finding Miitable men who were willing to ' 
undertake the duties. 1 think 1 have at 
last succeeded in lindiug men who are tit 
representatives of the city. It is only fair 
to add that I believe the members of the 
Democratic committee are generally ns 
much opposed to the appointment of these 
officers as I was. They have, however, one 
more reason for their opposition than I i 
had. In addition to the fact that these 
officers are unnecessary in Newton, and i 
that their selection has given a good deal 
of extra work to the political committees, 
the Dcuiocruts are aware that tlie adoption 
of the system will show the citizens of 
Newton by an object lesson, that the Demo- 
cratic outcries about tlie so called Force 
Bill are entirely unfounded. There is 
practically no “Force” either in this 
statute, which was passed about twenty 
years ago, or in the so culled Force Bill. 
The object of each measure is simply to 
watch the registration and elections, and 
report any illegality.

Gfn. Draper must be amused at the 
claim made for him by the Boston Tran- 
script and in other quarters, that he is a 
moderate protectionist. As the Presi- 
dent of the Homo Market Club and oue 
of the leading supporters of the McKinley 
bill in the state, the popular impression 
was that he could justly be called an ex* 
treme protectionist Probably, however, 
those who make the claim for Gen. Drap- 
er regard the McKinley bill as au example 
of moderate protection developed into 
legislation. It all depends upon the 
point of view. The man who i6 simply 
a consumer might regard it as unjust and 
extreme, while the mau whose money 
was invested in a highly favored industry 
would tegard it as only just aud 
moderate. What was looked at as ex- 
treme protection twenty years ago is 
now denounced by the followers of Mr. 
McKinley as free trade, aud judging from 
the past, if the present policy of the 
country is followed, twenty years hence 
any one who advocates such a measure 
as the McKinley bill will also be de- 
nounced as a free trader. “The sun do 
move/’ as Rev. Mr. Jasper says, and 
everything moveB forward with it. There 
seems to be no such thing as a tixed 
definition of political terms, and two 
men who both claim to be moderate pro- 
tectionists, will one of them argue for 
the McKinley bill, and the other fora 
revenue tariff. As General Draper de- 
fends the McKinley bill there would 
seem to be no doubt of his actual posi- 
tion on the tariff, whether he is called a 
moderate or a high protectionist. 


Councilman Bothfeld will in all 
probability be the successor of Aider- 
man Sheppard of Ward Seven, as it is 
understood that he would accept the 
nomination provided there is no contest. 
Ward Seven will be so fortui.ate in 
obtaining -such a representative in the 
board of aldermen that Mr. Bothfeld will 
have the unanimous support of all 
parties. In Ward one Alderman Coffin 
will succeed himself, which is fortunate, 
as there are so few old members who 
will consent to serve another term that 
men of Mr. Coffin's experience in city 
affairs will be needed. Alderman Wil- 
son of Waid Three will also accept an- 
other term and possibly Alderman 
Sprague of Ward Four could be per- 
suaded to return, but there will be uew 
members from all the other wards. 
Ward Two does not seem to have settled 
upon any successor to Aldermau 
Churchill, but Ward Five seems to be 
pretty unanimous for Councilman! Mc- 
Gee of Waban, and Ward Six for Presi- 
dent Kolfe of tbe Common Council. 


NKWTON SCHOOL BOARD. 

TEACHERS ATTEND CONVENTION TO DAY, 

PROPOSED LENGTHENING OF HIGH 

SCHOOL SESSION. 

Rev. Francis B. Hnrnbrook presided nt 
the regular meeting of the school board 
Wednesday evening in the Clnflin building, 
and the roll call found Messrs. Bond, 
Monro, Ilnle, Boyden, Harwood, Travis 
and Mrs. Davis present. 

The reading of the records wns dispensed 
with and the first business transacted was 
the adoption of an order presented by Mr. 
Hale, appointing Sumner R. Hooper an 
assistant teacher at the Jackson evening 
school, compensation $2 an evening; the 
appointment of Miss M. Ethel in Stearns 
an assistant teacher at tho Jackson evening 
school at SI. 50 per evening; also that the 
salary of Florence W. Sampson, teacher at 
the Jackson evening school, be placed at 
$2 per evening. 

Superintendent Aldrich submitted his re- 
port for the first five weeks of the fall 
term. The total number of pupils in the 
schools is 4288, an increase over last year of 
278 scholars. The pupils in the High 
school number 5 H, an increase of 10 pupils, 
and with the exception of the Pierce, Pros- 
pect and Underwood schools all show an 
increased membership. Evening schools 
were opened Oct. 10 under favorable au- 
| spices, in the Prospect and Jackson schools. 

I The Middlesex County Teachers’ Conven- 
tion meets Friday, Oet. 28th, and it was 
recommended that the sohools be closed to 
allow teachers to attend the convention. 
It was recommended that the closing hour 
nt the High school be changed from 1.10 to 
1.35 p. m. Various text books were recom- 
mended. 

On motion of Mr. Harwood it was voted 
to close the schools Friday, allowing the 
teachers to attend the Middlesex Teachers’ 
Convention. 

The recommendation relative to text 
books was referred to the text book com- 
mittee. and the lengthening of the session 
of the High school was referred to the 
High school committee. 

Mr. Bond for the committee proposed the 
the following new text books for use in 
the H'.gli school, which were adopted: 
Laurie and Fleury’s French Grammar and 
Exercise Books, Collar’s Eysenbach, Brad- 
bury’s Plane Geometry, Wentworth and 
Hill’s Exercise Manuel in Arithmetic, Cor- 
son’s Introduction to Browning, George’s 
Selections from Wordsworth, George Eliot’s 
Silas Warner and Scenes from Clerical 
Life. 

The report of the committee on finance 
and accounts was accepted. 

Mr. llarwood offered au order for adop- 
tion extending the thauks of the board to 
Messrs. Marshall O. ltice aud Clarence 
Stetson for the American tligs presented 
by them to the Rice aud Mason schools, 
Ward Six. 

The sum of S1-M34.G8 was appropriated 
for expenses during the currant mouth. 
Mr. Bond also presented an order trausfer- 
ing the sum of $1000 from the general ap- 
propriation for incidentals, also $275 from 
the appropriation for conveyance of pupils 
to incidentals. 

Mr. Hale’s order instructing the secretary 
to convey to Mr. C. E. Hussey the board’s 
appreciation of his services as master of 
tne Prospect school for six years past aud 
their good wishes for the future was 
passed. 

Mr. Ober offered an order authorizing 
the printing of 5000 copies containing the 
Columbus Day exercises of the schools, the 
oration, features of the parade and the 
officers of the city government, together 
with the teachers of the schools. It was 
referred to the committee on finance and 
accounts. 

Mr. Bond submitted a communication 
from Commander C. W.Sweetlaml of Chas. 
Ward Post 02, G. A. It., requesting permis- 
sion to hang the crayon portraits of mem- 
bers of the post now boing executed lor 
the proposed Memorial Hall, on tile walls 
of the drill lmll. Referred t.» the High 
school committee with full power. 

The board tieu adjourned.

WILLIAMS VS. DRAPER. 

CONGRESSMAN WILLIAMS MAKES A BRIL- 
LIANT SPEECH AT NEWTON HIGHLANDS. 

Hon. George Fred Williams addressed 
the Democrats at Newton Highlands in 
Stevens’ Hall Saturday evening, making 
one of the most vigorous speeches de- 
livered by him in this campaign. 

The speech was quite a surprise to the 
audience, as ho dealt, with a bravery and 
courage seldom witnessed on the politi- 
cal platform, with subjects that most 
politicians are afraid to openly handle. 

He said: 

Two or three weeks ago I received a 
pleasant, letter referring to my public 
work from one of the foremost citizens of 
this commonwealth. I answered him 
and suggested to him, as he had praised 
my willingness to do public service, that 
he was under no less obligation than I, 
and I would respectfully remind him that 
be ought to be in readiness to do the 
public will if it called him to office. 

“He answored me thuRly: ‘That if the 
people should drag him from his retire- 
ment, place him in nomination and elect 
him without the expenditure of a cent of 
money on his pnrt or the opening of his 
mouth iu his own bolialf, then he should 
regard public offico as an honor.* But he 
regarded the present duties of a candi- 
date for office as degrading to a man. 

“I don't quite agree with him in the 
severity of his judgment, but this is true, 
that it is not an easv or agreeable task 
for a man who has done public service, 
aud done it to the best of his ability, to 
bo called upon to advocate his own re- 
election. It is a task which to me is one 
of the most disagreeable I have ever 
undertaken, and it seems almost superflu- 
ous that the people of this district, know- 
ing iny record— they know what I have 
accomplished, be it great or small, they 
have seen me and heard me — it seems, I 
say, almost superfluous that I should be 
required to advocate my own re-election. 

It seems as if in this campaign I might 
have the right to retire from active can- 
vass in my own behalf and await the 
verdict of the people on what I have 
done. A nd yet, to a member of Congress 
this might even be an unfair test, for you 
must remember that Congress is one of 
the most complicated legislative machines 
that exists in the world. It is governed 
by complicated rules, and only very few 
men at best can get a hearing. 

‘ The service which a man is enabled to 
do iu the first session of Congress, which 
lasts but a few months, before be is 
obliged to go to the people again for re- 
election, is not great. The time is hardly 
sufficient for a man to gain even a fair 
equipment iu th*i work of legislation. 

«I would not, if I could, be re-elected 
to Congress, bec.ruso of the weakness of 
my oppouent. If I am elected at all I 
wish it to be upon a fair estimate of my 
ability to do the people’s work, to serve 
my party, and in serving my party to 
serve the people, That is the pnjy ground 
upon which I wish to be elected. I have 
uo personal favois to ask of any citizen; 

I ask no votes upon personal grounds; I 
ask merely that upon my record I be 
judged as to my capacity and ability to 
do the will of the people. (Applause.) 

“It what appears upon the surface of 
things were all that there is iu this can- 
vass I should be satisfied to say nothing 
as to my opponent, but the campaign 
which is being conducted upou the 
stump is one campaign, and that which 
iH being conducted by private hirelings 
throughout this district in another 
campaign. 

I am proud to say that I have never 
permitted auy man who in doing my 
work in a political campaigu to go 
through the district to say in the eais of 
the citizens privately what I was not de- 
claring openly upon the stump. |Ap- 
plause.) 

“That is not my style of fighting. It 
never lias been, and God, willing, it 
never will be. [Cheers) But 1 have re- 
ports every day iu this district that I am 
not only fighting the man who talks to 
the newspapers, as the candidate of the 
Republican party, but I am fighting a 
hidden enemy, who is appealing to 
prejudice. 

“Wbatkind of prejudice? It is being 
whispered iu the ear of the veteran that I 
am hostile to his interests. 

“It is being whispered to the laboring 
man that I am opposed to him. I have 
not seen it declared openly yet, but I am 
informed that the argument is used in 
conversation everywhere that I am op- 
posed to the laboring man. And, worse 
than all, and more unjust tlinn all, are 
the appeils which are being made to 
race prejudice. 1 am going to refer to 
that. I doubt if there is a town in this 
district where it is not being whispered 
that 1 am hostile to what they call the 
Irishman. Now, if there is any man in 
politics today who is devoid of the seuse 
of race distinction or raco prejudice I can 
say that from my heart J am that mao. 
[Cheers] 

“1 urn not conscious that such a criti- 
cism is justified in any respect, but how 
can I fight such au insidious arguincut as 
that appeal to race? 

“Race! There is but one race in this 
district, aud that is the American race. 
Applause.] I know no other and will 
recognize no other. 1 have refused to 
speak to my constituents in the Germau 
language because 1 will not recognize any 
language in our politics but the American 
language. Aud yet it is being whispered 
into the ears of all those meu who may 
be the hearers of Irish names that 1 am 
opposed to the Irish. Aud why? \Vby, 
because in Washington, not upon the 
floor of the House, but in conversation 
with a reporter, I denounced the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Kagan as minister to 
Chili. 1 denounce it now. [Applause.] 
“A candidate who permits such au 
argument to be used iusults every man 
who bears au Irish name iu this district. | 
“Why shouldn’t I criticise Mr. Eagan? 
e is a Republican iu the first place. Am 
I uot at liberty, as a Democrat, to criti- 
cise the appointments of a Republican 
administration that I believe unfit? Sure- 
ly, that is niy business iu politics. 

It is my duty to expose the shortcom- 
ings in the admiustratiou of the opposing 
party. Why should I uot criticise the 
appoiutmeut of the minister to Chili? 
Think of it! Because be bears a foreign 
name 1 am to shut my mouth? Is no 
public official to be criticized wfio does 
not beat a name that is distiuctly 
Yankee? When 1 become such a politi- 
cal coward as that may 1 uot only retire 
from politics, but may I be kicked out 
bv au iudiguaut coustitueucy. [Great ap- 
plause] 

“I propose to criticise everybody that 
deserves it, uot only ou the Republican 
side, but upou my own, if I choose. [ Re- 
newed applause.] But I find that I am 


not alone in this infliction. I find that 
no less a person than Wavno MacVeaglt 
has been attacked in the same manner.’* 

Mr. Williams here lead from a speech 
made by Mr. MacVeagh at Cooper Union, 
New York, in which he replied to an at- 
tnck made upon him by the New York 
Tribune because of a criticism of Mr. 
Eagan in a former spoech. Mr. Mac- 
Veagh brought, out the fact in his reply 
that his opinion of Mr. Kigali was formed 
by reading the opinions or the Now York 
Tribune expressed before Mr. Egan had 
become a public office-holder. 

Mr. Williams said that ho was satisfied 
that all the Tribune had formerly said of 
Mr. Kagan was true. In addition to that 
he said that the proof was abundant that 
Mr. Kagan was at tho head of a gigantic 
swindling enterprise down in Chili, the 
president of which was Mr. Egan’s own 
son. Mr. Williams went on to say: 

“I know not only that that man was 
under suspicion when appointed, but 
also in the conduct of affairs in Chili. 
His actions are open to the graveRt sus- 
picion. 

“1 piay you, Democrats of Newton, or 
Republicans, evon, would you respect me 
as your representative if any race 
prejudice stopped me in denouncing any 
such debauchery of our administration 
abroad? And yet, notwithstanding the 
easy justification I have for that criti- 
cism. appeals are being made throughout 
this district upon race grounds not to 
vote for the Democratic candidate for 
Congress. 

Mr. Williams said there were also ap- 
peals being made to the laboring men of 
the district, but his own labor record 
was made up, aud the people could judge 
of it. 

“But by wliat right does my opponent 
attack me on this score? I am informed 
that he will not recoguizo in his own 
factory a labor organization; that he is 
the hardest enemy of organized labor 
there is in the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. He wns the first to break the 
power of organized labor in the elastic 
fabric industry. Tlio organization got 
along well until he entered the field and 
drove the union men from his shop. 
More thau that. When ho cut tho union 
men down to wages for which they 
would *not work, he fillod their places 
with foreigners, and they no sooner got 
to w*rk and under his hand thau he cut 
them down, and they are to-day working 
at not living wages, but at what may be 
well described as starvation wages. 
That is the kind of labor friendship 
possessed by my opponent, who criticises 
one who has some record on the labor 
question. 

“If he wants to know wliat my labor 
record is, let him ask the labor loaders 
who were iu the Legislature with me— 
Senator Howard, Mr. McEttrick, Mr. 
Moriarty or Mr. Quinn. They could tell 
him how many labor bills I drew for 
them, how many I advocated, and the 
passage of how many they ascribed to 
my work. 


STRUCK WITH A PICK HANDLE. 


FOREMAN OF PAVING DEPARTMENT SERI- 
OUSLY ASSAULTED. 

John Foster, foreman in tho paving 
department, was seriously assaulted 
Monday afternoon by Johu IJalloran. 

The trouble leading up to the assault 
dates back several days, when Foster dis- 
charged several men who had been work- 
ing under him on a highway job on 
Watertown street, in the Xonautum dis- 
trict. On Monday he discharged several 
more men, Ilalloran among the number. 
The meu who had been thrown out ot 
employment got together and talked 
over the situation, and some pretty em- 
phatic talk was iudulged in. Ilalloran 
taking au active part in the discussion. 
He dually became so exasperated that be 
seized a pick handle and stepping up to 
Foster dealt him a terrible blow over the 
bead, felling him to the ground. Hal- 
loran then walked down toward the 
village, aud meeting Officer C. O. Davis 
gave himself up. 

Foster was picked up in an unconscious 
condition and taken to bis home. 
Medical aid was summoned, and it was 
found that his skull had been fractured. 
Ilis condition is critical, but is thought 
that he will recover. 

Ilalloran was very penitent after tho 
affair, and told the officers at the central 
police station, where be was locked up, 
that the assault was committed in pas- 
sion, and that he was very sorry that he 
bad given way to his temper. 

He said that Foster had always treated 
him will, aud that he had uo excuse to 
offer for his attack upon him. 

Hallorau is 74 years of age, and has 
been employed as a laborer in the city 
service for nearly 15 years, lie has borne 
a good reputatiou, and has always beeu 
sober and industrious. He was arraigned 
in the Newton police court Tuesday 
morning. Foster’s injuries are so serious 
that lie could not appear, and the case 
was continued to Nov. 2. Judge Ken- 
nedy, under the circumstances, fixed 
Ilalloran's bail at $12,000. He was un- 
able to furnish sureties, and was com- 
mitted to the house of correction in East 
Cambridge.

Veteran Firemen at Waltham. 

The Newton— Waltham Veteran Fire- 
meu challenge engine contest for $150 at 
Central Park, Waltham, Columbus Day, 
resulted in victory for the Waltham as- 
sociation both horizontal and perpen- 
dicular playing. 

The Newton association in command 
of Captaiu John Exley, turned out a large 
number of men and as usual made a 
splendid appearance. Tho Waltham as- 
sociation. Captaiu George H. Chapin in 
command, never before made a better 
appearance or conducted itself bettter 
than on this occasion. 

The Newtons were met at Reeds 
corner by tho Wultham association aud 
escorted throughout a few of the princi- 
pal streets to the Park where the play- 
ing commenced shortly after o’clock. 
There was a strong cross wind otherwise 
it was a good muster day. 

The iirst contest and the principal one 
was horizontal playing through 200 feet 
of hose each association to have three 
plays alternately. The NewtonB drew 
first positiou aud was tho first to play. 
The result of the three plays was as fol- 
lows:

The Walthams last play 182 feet 3 1-2 
inches was its best, and the Newtous 
best was its secoud play of 103 feet 5 1-4 
inches, giving the Walthams an undis- 
puted lead of 18 feet 0 3-4 inches. 

The perpendicular play followed, both 
engines playing somultauoously through 
200 feet of hose for one minute, play 
pipes ten feet a part aud euds of nozzles 
on a level. 

To the public this was the most inter- 
esting aud excitiug contest of the day. 
The judges stationed on the roof of 
cupola or a near by stuble decided that 
the Walthams were again the victors by 
several feel. 

it was a great day for Waltham, aud 
they felt elated as well they might over 
their fairly won aud uudisputod vic- 
tories. 

The judges were Chiefs George Cushing 
of Uiughum, E. 8. Hosmerof Lowell, 1). 
R. Dealing of the Boston Protective 
Department at Stream, aud A. B. Rogers 
of Watertown aud ox-Cbiol T. E. Camp- 
bell of Marlboro at pipe line. 

Aftei the contest the Waltham associa- 
tion uutertained tho Newton with an old- 
time chowder at their Spruce street head- 
quarters, followed by singing, speeches 
und a general good time. At ubout 8 
o’clock tiro Newtous were escorted to 
Reeds corner where they took the cars 
for home. Despite their defeat the New- 
tous had a pleusuut and enjoyable time 
und are very profuse in their praise for 
their Waltham brethren aud the hospi- 
table mautier in which they were received 
aud eutertaiued. The most friendly of 
relations exists hetweeu the two organ- 
izations. Tho affair was conducted by u 
committee of ten, oousistiug of II.

The Newtona And consolation in the fact 
that they havo defeated tho Walthams 
three timen t his season and boon defeated 
by them once, whioli really makes New- 
ton the victor.

EVERETT ANI) ADAMS 


ADDRESS A DEMOCRATIC RALLY IN ELIOT 
HALL. 

Dr. William Everett and BrookB Adams 
addressed a Democratic rally in Eliot 
Hall, Monday night, a large crowd being 
preseut. 

Mr. John W. Carter, president of the 
Cleveland tfc Russell Club, presided, and 
introduced Dr. William Everett, the 
candidate for Congress against Henry 
Cabot Lodge and tho speaker was re- 
ceived with great applause. In the 
course of his remarks he said: 

We fought the Republican party when 
its vice was the spoils system, aud we 
fight it now when its vice is putting its 
haud into one man’s pocket for the 
benefit of another man. 

The Democratic party claims and de- 
mands that in arranging internal and ex- 
ternal taxes the whole country shall ho 
considered. To quote tho mAgniflcent 
words of the constitution, “All duties, 
imports and excises shall be equal 
throughout the United States.” 

And tho Democratic party protests 
against acts which lay on a duty which 
presses like lead on the inhabitants of 
one state and would be light as air on 
those of another. But there it is. It 
favors the producer as against the con- 
sumer eyery time. 

Dr. Everett then went on to speak of 
the moral bearing of tho McKinley bill, 
and likened the present uprising against 
that bill to tho uprising against African 
slavery. 

Mr. Brooks Adams followed in a 
stirring speeoh, in which ho presented 
his viewH of Republican legislation as 
being wholly in the interests of capital 
aud against labor, the former refusing to 
take tho latter into partnership and 
divide the increased profits which such 
laws as the McKinley hill made possible. 
He said : 

“I believe that the only basis on which 
modern society can safely rest is equality 
before the law, as it has always existed 
with us, and I have come here to fight 
for it tonight, and I meau to fight for it 
to the end. 

If our opponents arc sincere in their 
professions of faith in the same doctrine, 
they can havo no objection to answering 
us these questions. 

Have you made increased profits siuce 
the passage of the McKiuley act? If so, 
have you any objection to divide them 
proportionately with those from whom 
you have collected them?. 

If you decline to do so, will you allow 
your books to be examined to show us 
that you are uo richer than before? We 
believe that you are rioher, much richer, 
aud we are convinced that you will not 
only refuse to divide, but will do all you 
cau to prevent us from knowing what 
you are making out of us. 

If you say uothing, your silence must 
be taken as a confession that you are 
afraid to publish your gains; therefore 
you are privileged, and it is for this 
reason that the Democratic party now 
calls on every conservative in America, 
apon every man who values a Republi- 
can form of government, upon every 
man who respects equality before the 
law, to vote for the repeal of the Mc- 
Kiuley act, which discrimiaates in your 
favor.’’ 

The serious labor troubles of the past 
year Mr. Adams claimed were tho direct 
result of unfair ejass legislation, aud that 
the McKinley hill was passed by a bar- 
gain between the manufacturers and the 
silver mine owners, which gave us also 
tho preseut dangerous silver law. 


Railroad Influence in Newtou. 

(Boston Herald.) 

The way in which railroad influence 
makes itsolf felt is said to be shown iu 
the defeat of a nomination to the Legis- 
lature of the member from the city of 
Newton who for the last two years has 
been desirous of having a law passed 
compelling the railroad companies of 
this state to allow the purchaser of a 
lower berth on the sleeping cars to have 
the advantage of ventilation afforded by 
the closing of tho upper berth when it 
was not necessary to lower tho same, iu 
order to provide accomodations for 
auother traveller. Mr. Howard’s efforts 
iu this direction were clearly in a line 
with r< asonable requirements; but it is 
said that iu consequence of them he has 
lost his ohance for legislative action, aud 
that the railroad corporations have put 
an oud to any further legislation ou this 
subject by him as tho result of his activi- 
ty. Tho railroad companies arc power- 
ful organizations, aud they have a way 
of carrying their points: hut we doubt 
whether they would feel that coufidence 
which they seem to entertain iu the 
wisdom of this policy of suppression if 
they were aware of how rapidly tho de- 
mand for state ownership of our railroads 
is spreading, and how popular this de- 
mand is becoming. It seems to us that 
if they were wise in their day aud genera- 
tion they would make more use than they 
do of that Hiifery-valvo whioli lies within 
their immediate control, ami which con- 
sists in humoring, instead of suppress- 
ing, public deiuuuds.
